THE BESSARABIA FAMINE FUND. 


Sir,—In the name of our starving brethren in South Russia, I beg to express 
to you my heartfelt thanks for your warm appeal made in the last issue of your 
widely-read journal, an appeal which, however, you had foreshadowed as far 
back as April the 27th last. It was a happy coincidence that on Friday last, 
the very day your appeal saw the light, I was informed: by e@SSrS. 
Rothschild that they were telegraphing £100 to St. Petersburg, for 
the Bessarabia Famine Fund. It was also gratifying to read the 
appeal of the Alliance Isra¢lite, penned in such manly words. The 
Alliance Israélite has the courage of its opinions. They do not 
mince matters. They do not talk, they act. Iam sorry I cannot say the same 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association, at least in the matter of the Bessarabian 
Famine. it cannot be said that that excellent and well-represented body was 
taken unawares. You, Sir, touched on this subject, as I said, on the 27th April 
last. I approached Sir Samuel Montagu, Bart., M.P., about the beginning of 
that month. Sir Samuel acted promptly, with the result that the Russo-Jewish 
Committee subscribed and immediately remitted to St. Petersburg 
£300. As some of the members of that Committee are also mem- 
bers of the Anglo-Jewish Association, it 18 rather strange that this 
matter should have been taken up by it only on a request of the 
Alliance Israélite. And as the result of this invitation what do we behold? 
Speeches, speeches, nothing but speeches. Verily, it reminds one of Nero 
who, when told of the conflagration in Rome exclaimed : “O Gods! I shall 
see a burning city and finish my Troiad.’ The debate of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association ended in the election of a Sub-Committee which, in its turn, is 
to discuss the matter ang’ report to the main body. Meanwhile, Bessarabia 
starves! Of course, something tangible will come of all these debates and 
discussions. But I cannot help thinking of Heine's ‘“ poet Firdusi,” 


whom Shah Mahomet’s bounty reached through the west gate 
of his town, while his funeral left through the east gate. 
Happily for the starving human creatures, their desperate cr 


for help has been propeens through the length and breadth of the Britis 
Empire. Our Ruchmonim b'ne Rachmonim know already of the dreadful 
disaster that befel the Jews in Bessarabia and the Odessa district, and help is 
forthcoming. For they must not die of starvation ! 

Sir, this is my last message to your readers as regards the famine in 
Bessarabia. To those who may still hesitate, [ say : Unstring your purses, and 
hasten to the rescue of the starving. Send overtly, send covertly ; send gold or 
silver ; send cheques or postal orders, or coin. But—make haste, _

A GOOD WORD FOR THE BOER. 


Sir,—For many years your paper has been taken in our family. It was 
mere regarded as a pleasant and instructive family newspaper, which gathered 
reliable information of our coreligionists from all the cornersof the globe. The 
columns usually teemed with interesting matter, and possessed the happy 
manner of not treading too freely on one’s political corns. Judaism was 
thoroughly represented in the Jewish CHRONICLE, and it never employed 
itself perone its mission, which, I always assumed, was for the moral advance- 
ment of our race. Of late, however, the erstwhile “guide, philosopher and 
friend” of the British Jew has departed from the old peaceful path, and has 
mainly become a chronicler of military prowess. This is a source of disappoint- 
ment tome. Of course, it would be absurd were the Jewish CHRONICLE to 
eave the war quite unnoticed, but it has not preserved its character for dignity 
and calmness lately ; our old mentor has gone Chauvinistic ! 

Our Jewish officers, soldiers, scouts and others in South Africa now take 
the most prominent parts in your paper. You hail bloodshed with the delight 
ef an ancient Visigoth. You have suddenly become possessed of the war-fiend. 
This, it strikes me, is an error, for the constant gushing of Jewish valour and 
courage, which no one can ps b may be resented in other quarters. There is 
really nothing remarkable in what ‘our boys” did, and no one hasa right to 
pronounce them or select them as special examples of pluck and ability. Let 
us view the Jewish warrior in an honest manner and without sentiment. It is 
undeniable that the great majority of the young men who joined the British 
forces out in Africa did so for bread. To attempt to create the impression that 
they went simply for the upholding of the British flag is not sensible, I have 
been on the spot, and know what I am writing about; the average Jew felt no 
resentment against the Datch. There art

There is nothing disrespectful to them 
in urging the point that they had to protect themselves as well as their fellow- 
sufferers. It would have been singularly and decidedly cowardly if they had 
not. In the case of those noble young English Jews who volunteered from 
home there is a wide difference. They acted inaspirit of patriotism purely, 
and wished to prove to the non-Jew that they went from the standpoint of a 
real affection for old England. To them every praise and admiration, for their 
position was in no Fs 4 analogous to the stranded ones who were blocked in and 
those who went to fight for a living. Mind Iam not disparaging the latter. | 
aoe recognise their manly conduct. My object is not to raise irritation, but 
simply to show what I consider the true position of things, and, in some degree, 
to respectfully correct misleading ideas. It is only natural to the home-keepers 
that South African affairs appear mixed and confusing, as for various reasons 
elements are at work which deliberately tend to lead to the misjudgment 
of the people. ; 

I am no pro-Boer, and believe that in the ill-chosen policy of Kruger, and 
his Hollander and Africander satellites, Britain had no other course but war. 
There can hardly be any apologies for the diplomatic impertinences of Steyn 
and Reitz, and decidedly none for the savage and sudden attacks on British 
territory, But this is another story. What I want to make plain is, that from 
over twenty years of a varied experience amongst the Boers, I think it only 
honest to say that the Jews always enjoyed full and natural rights amongst them. 
There are laws I admit, which can be used harshly against us, but they were never 
applied, and the Jew had no serious political, social, or economic obstacles to 
overcome as he has amongst more civilised powers. This is not the place to 
institute national comparisons, but Jewish reprobation towards the Boer is 
uncalled for, and reflects no credit on the honour of those who shout with the 
majority. He who does so often acts from considerations which it would be 
inconvenient here to describe, Admitting the Boer is incapable of ruling, that 
he is a semi-barbarian, and a coarse, thick-skinned peasant with insanitary 
habits, this does not warrant the assumption of the JEwisH CHRONICLE, and of 
so many of my fellow-Jews, that he treated us badly. Amidst the human mix- 
ture of cunning, rusticity, and sanctimony which characterises the Boer’s nature, 
he yet rises in splendid contrast to those cultured Continentals who look on the 
srl a base, sordid, creature who ought to be kicked from the face of the 
earth. | 

It is not for Israel to denounce the Boer, for when he ruled it was not by 
the particular reason of one being a Jew that insults, reproaches, and difficulties 
were heaped upon him. I make no excuse for taking this tone, nor am I justi- 
fying the Boer on any general principles. But itis only right for someone to 
point out that in the Transvaal and Free State the Jew stood on the same 
footing as other men, and was never laid under the frightful oppressions and 
exactions which the race hatred of nearly all Europe now subjects him to. Let 
the picture be exhibited in a true light. I don’t sympathise with our recent 
Jewish boastings. I cannot agree with military harangues, the self-laudations, 
and the inferred notions that the Jews saved Mafeking and Kimberley. Pur- 


| Suing such a course is neither sound or reasonable, and our dinner-eating mutual! 


admiration societies should see the inexpediency of so much trumpeting. There 
is no need to drag the Boer in, nor for “ distinguished " Jews to hold him up to 
contempt. Without being too discursive, the wisdom of planting the British 
flag, or any other, by us is open to question. In the eyes of the world we are 


still not regarded as of real native production ; the Jew is still an object of 
suspicion, 


On turning to the condition of our race living in the Boer States we can 
1 There were absolutely no ideas of 
anti-Semitism, and the Jew could follow his vocation without that very 
patrimonial interest his European “ bosses” take in him. Even when the 
gold discoveries brought the great rush from all sections of the world, when 
the thousands poured in from the slums of Whitechapel, from the crowded 
Juden-gasse of the Teutonic lands, from the dark “ pales” of horrible Russia 
and degraded Poland, the Boer made no national derangements. There were 
no suggestions of subtle “ pauper alien ” 5. lagna which seems to be the coming 
anxiety of even broad and liberal British Parliamentarians, There was no 
political or social crusade against the poor down-trodden Israelites ; they were 
permitted as much freedom asany one else. There were no Jaws and enactments 
against their admission, and they came in as freely as John Smith, Sandy 

acDonald, or Pat Murphy, or whatever nationality one can think of. It 
would be ungrateful for us to pass over this generosity without recognition, 
and especially in these days, And in the Transvaal the Jew throve and became 
placed among the people, and was encouraged and patronised by the rough 
Boer. He acquired money and property and felt himself a man ; he rose from 
the terrible slough of poverty, socially and morally. He became placed in the 
happy position of a benefactor to his struggling, crushed and destitute family 
“in der heim.” He relieved his poor relations and friends, and was brimful of 
ardour to send as many roubles to his folk as he possibly could. 

Mr. Editor, as a humane, feeling brother-Jew think of it, for this is Israel's 
true patriotism: To stand by his own, tosuccour those far from, but yet dear to 
him. ‘To remove them from the pains and miseries of penury. For is nota 
poor man even as a dead man? And thousands of foreign Jews trans- 
planted themselves to South Africa, and became accustomed to it, and settled, 
and attached themselves firmly to it. Now, what do we see in that unfortunate 
country’? Hack ruin, and disaster, every evil passion, inflamed, not alone in 


the Republics, but among the vineyards of th tiful Cape, and the sunny 


Then there is the sad spectacle of the many thousands of industrious people 
thrown out of work, with the consequent stoppage of all trade. Nothing 1s 
heard throughout South Africa now but words Of trouble, and all are asking when 
the currents of labour and business will start flowing again. The small trader 
and working man is surely not able to hold out much longer in the Cape or 
Natal, and it is very hard that through schemes and complications with which 
they had nothing to do, so many should be impoverished, It is very distasteful! 
to some Jews, and many regret with me that the voice of our respected organ 
should be raised in tones quite at variance with its usually clear and discerning 
ones. We would like our Jewish CHRONICLE, as of old, when it contained 
calm writing, and travelled over the whole region of Judea, without unnecessary 
enthusiasms. Might ask you to resume that reasonable policy 
again, and thus help our people to see steadily the true bearings 
of the leading question. And, as for my coreligionists, let me beg them to take 
a more dispassionate view, for there is much more below the service in this sea 
of complications, the South African war, than they wot of. In my last article 
in your paper, “ Rosh Hashonah on the Kand,” published in October, I expressed 
the 4 that the black clouds then hanging over us, non-Jew and Jew alike, 
would have passed away before the next Kosh Hashonah. There is every indica- 
tion of this being realised, fortunately ; and when ce, which “hath her 
victories no less renowned than war” is once restored, her cheery influence will 
make non-Jew and Jew quickly forget the lost and wasted months of the nearly- 
past conflict, So mote it be !

THE DEARTH OF JEWISH TEACHERS. 


Sir,—An “ ex-Teacher” has used your columns to make an unwarrantable 
charge against Jewish Teachers generally. He concludes his letter thus : 

_“ The exclusive engagement of Jewish Teachers at Jewish Schools is quite 
a modern innovation, and the experience which has been gained during the 
last few years is, I am afraid, not likely to encourage an extension of their 
engagement,” 

We, the thirty undersigned Jewish certificated teachers, protest strongly 
against this calumnious generalisation. If the sentence quoted has any mean- 
ing at all, it implies that Jewish teachers are (one and all) so far inferior to 
their Christian colleagues as to deserve permanent displacement. “ Ex-Teacher’s” 
enunciation of such a degrading doctrine of the status of the Jewish teacher 
is surely not the best way of encouraging our young coreligionists to fill the 
vacancies bewailed by the Jewish Education Board. __ | 

Without discussing the rights or wrongs of the dispute between “Late a 
Teacher,” and “ An Ex-Teacher,” we feel that this public statement of our in- 
capacity and inferiority is extremely injurious to us in our professional careers 
and professional reputations. The baseless charge comes very ill indeed from 
a person who, by his nom-de-plume, asserts he has been at one time a member 
of the profession he reviles. How can he. who declares he has left the ranks, 
presume to speak of, or for, those who have remained behind ? 

“An Ex-Teacher’s”’ charges against Jewish teachers are hinted at without 
being defined, and we call upon him to emerge from behind his veil of anonymity, 
and in his own name and person to substantiate them, or to withdraw and 
apologise. 

Did time permit, the number of signatures that might have been obtained 
to our note of protest would have been largely increased, for Jewish teachers 
generally are highly indignant at “ An Ex-Teacher’s ” aspersions.

It is so easy to make the most sweeping accusation on the most slender 
evidence under a nom de plume; in this case one would really like to know 
what experience * Ex-Teacher ” has had in the management of Jewish schools 
and the control of Jewish teachers before placing any credence in his 

neralisations,. 
While I am ready to admit that here and there the Jewish teacher does 
not behave as a gentleman, | believe he is in every respect the moral equal of 
his Christian confrére. Isolated instances will prove nothing, and, besides, a Jew 
should be the last person in the world to make use of the “ ab uno disce 
omnes” principle. | | 

Yes, the satiasive engagement of Jewish Teachers in our elementary schools 
may be a modern innovation, but it must also be borne in mind that the schools 
themselves, with their powers of training Jewish Teachers, are not very old. 
Further, the extensive employment of Jewish Teachers is essential, if the 
functions of these schools are to remain what they are intended. The Jewish 
Community supports our schools, because Hebrew and religious instruction 
forms an important item in the curriculum. If this part of the instruction is to 
be properly taught, it must be imparted by a staff of well-equipped Jewish 
Teachers, who shall receive the-support and the confidence of the Community, 
through the managers. It must come as a shock to many who yearly spend 
large sums on the maintenance of Jewish Schools, to read on the testimony of 
an Ex-teacher that an increase of Jewish Teachers is not to been couraged. As 
a misleading piece of information, it is dangerous ; as revealing a lack of esprit 
de corps, it lamentable. 

Speaking asa Jewish Teacher with experience of more than one school, I 
know that teachers have many grievances. Their work is arduous, their train- 
ing long and costly, their masters many and hard to please, their remuneration 
often inadequate.

Sir,—In your issue of the Ist inst.,a correspondent signing himself “ Late 
a Teacher,” gives a few reasons which in his opinion are the causes of the dearth 


of Jewish teachers in a famous Jewish School in the East End, He makes 
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certain charges and statements of which we cannot judge the full value until the 


identity of the writer is revealed, as it should have been. I think, however, 


that there can be no doubt in the minds of those who take an interest in the 
welfare of our communal institutions, that there must exist some 
reasons for so many teachers leaving that school within such a short 
time. [ have it on good authority that about eight teachers have 
left during six months or so. As your correspondent,“ Late a Teacher,” writes, 


it cannot be that the salaries are not good enough, because these are quite up to 
the usual standard. Then, Sir, I should like to know what causes them to leave. 
tis a matter which wants clearing up. ‘Late a Teacher's” letter has 
occasioned a great deal of comment, and the general opinion seems to be that a 
searching enquiry should be made by the Schools Committee as to how the 
school is conducted, In my opinion the state of affairs as they are at 
resent is due to the bad feeling which exists between the 
eads and their colleagues. In your last week's issue there appears 
another anonymous letter signed “ ex-Teacher.” This correspondent, in a letter 
abounding with personalities, entirely evades the issues raised by “Late a 
Teacher,” and goes out of his way to make statements about him which have 
nothing whatever to do with the question. It is very considerate of “ex- 
Teacher’ to recommend “self-examination” to “Late a Teacher,” but in my 
opinion he himself would benefit more by taking such a course, I am aregular 
reader of your correspondence column, but of all the letters that have appeared 
there, that of ‘“ex-Teacher’s” struck me as containing the most ridiculous 
balderdash conceivable. He says that it is no novelty to employ Gentiles in 
Jewish Schools, No one ever said that it was, The point that 
your correspondent ‘Late a Teacher,’ raised, was the difficulty 
of obtaining Jewish teachers. Itis no doubt well known that young men about 
to enter a Training College refuse the grant offered by the Jewish Education 
Committee rather than go back to the school in question. I.do not know what 
“ Late a Teacher” means when he says that “ the teachers are labouring under 
certain bye-laws and restrictions which are surprising in these culightened days,” 
but I feel convinced, as I have said before, that the Committee of the said 
school would be conferring a great benefit on the Jewish community by making

cent. I know it will. If. you were to put all the expenses into a suspense 
account, you could show that nothing had been spent at all. By putting most 
of your disbursements out of calculation, and reckoning the residue on an amount 
of capital that does not exist you can make the proportion of expenses to capital 
whatever you like. 

I notice that neither the Secretary of the Trust nor the Directors make any 
allusion to the enormous item of £1,500 for “ travelling expenses.” |

CHAZANIM AND CHAZANOS. 
Sirn,—Mr. Herman Wasserzug, the son of the well-known Wilna Chazan, 


the Rev. Haim Wasserzug >'¥'%, for many years the Reader of the North » 


London Synagogue, is qualified, from his rearing—in a musical home—and his 
training at the Paris Conservatoire, to speak on the subject of his letter in your 
last issue. He is the successful Choirmaster of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, 
he has spent a lifetime amid synagogue associations, heard the best Chazanim 
in the world, and has been the pupil of the ablest professors. He is thus 
entitled to a hearing, and his opinion should carry weight. He rightly admits 
there can be English Readers. We have had them. ‘hey were justly appre- 
ciated and popular. But as regards Jews’ College he isinerror. The “refreshing 
words of wisdom” he referred to will not have the effect of forming a ‘ Cantor 
Class.” Simply because “the College” has not been without one, Long before 
Jews’ College could boast a suitable congenial habitat, long before the students 
had all the facilities of a University curiculum, there was a distinct class for 
the “ musical equipment of the English Reader.” 

The authorities did not, as your correspondents often assert, neglect this 
part of the synagogue worship; they did not exclude from the syllabus any 
provision for this department. They were fully alive to the wishes of congre- 
gations in this respect; though they would not let it crowd out other salient and 
vital preparations. They did their best to give their students a thorough 
knowledge of the best kind of Chazanos, and even held at the college on Satur- 
day mornings an early service for the practise of their alumni. 

And there have been students, with voice and capacity to act as Chazanim 
as well as ministers, but they never had the opportunity of securing these posi- 


tions ; they have either found vacancies for the one only, or they have been , 


drawn into the more active and responsible other. 

I remember in my time at the me ps in Finsbury Square there was a class 
to teach a refined modern rendering of the service. The veteran musician, Mr. 
Mombacb, besides teaching all traditional airs and the manner and method of 
singing with a choir, showed how to dispense with vocal pyrotechnics and 
operatic displays, and yet make the worship, effective, impressive and pleasing. 
‘The class was weil attended, and satisfactory progress was clearly made. Then 
there was another Class afterwards under the able care of the Rev. Haim 
Wasserzug, a man possessing a remarkable voice and exceptional talent as a 
synagogal composer. When so many nowadays, even in print, with a surprising 
audacity and mendacity style themselves composers, it is gladdening to recall 
this meek man, whose humility and goodness disclaimed all ostentation and 
advertisement. Content ever to give as the advantage of his ability, he showed 
us the demeanour of a true 12'S MY, Many of us can retain the image of his 
quiet, earnest, and genuine manner both in and out of synagogue as the pattern 
of a pious, proper Reader, ever ready to assist without fuss or talk any aspiring 
student, and even devoting his leisure after college hours to favouring us at his 
residence with his tuition, guidance, and advice. Many a time has he—tired and 
ailing—sat down to compose a special tune to fit better our vocal range and our 
powers. These two classes, I know, were continued at the College, and to-day 
there are still hours in the-time table set apart for y sad The learned and 
ever-respected Principal always encouraged and desired his students to pay 
zealous attention to the practice of Chazanos, and would have been delighted to 


have seen the unreasonable prejudice against English Chazanim swept away 
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and his scholars acting at the Cantor’s desk—for which many were fully com- 
petent—as well as being the ministers of congregations.

THE TERM “ ypyp.” 


Srr,—Although as to form and appearance the word YpyP is undoubtedly 
Hebrew, the theory of Dr. Salomon that it is derived from the Egyptian “ Ka 
could nevertheless be maintained with equal force and ingenuity, and there is no 
reason for calling it “unwarranted,” or “not plausible.” In fact, the assertion 
of Rabbi Simeon in Treatise Macoth, that the prohibition is only applicable in 
the case where the name of some idol or diety is incised in the flesh, favours such 
an bypothesis. It is but natural to assume that during the sojoura in Egypt the 
Hebrews have incorporated into their tongue, which they have, according to 
tradition, preserved throughout their long years of bondage, many Egyptian 
words, a few of which the Talmud itself is not loth to mention, such as Moses, 
ete. 

I would, however, with all deference to Dr. Salomon, differ from him with 
regard to his rendering of the phrase YOYP N3Nd\, “ the writing of the soul,” 
which is not compatible to the Din, the prohibition being extended to all kinds 
of writings. Evenif derived from a foreign source, we are not necessarily to 
say that itis bound to retain the same meaning as in the original, The Hebrews 
might have utilised it to suit their own purposes, and thus departed from its 
primitive interpretation. | 
| I think we can get some light: on the subject from some other source, The 
Greek “ Kaio” to burn, might be taken to be derived either from the Hebrew, 
or the Egyptian “Ka” and the phrase in question could be translated thus : 
“a caustic impression.’ The doubling of the syllable “Ka” is the Hebrew 
form for emphasis as in the words PIP OWLS to indicate that the 
mark must be both legible and indelible, as the Rabbinical Law requires. The 
idea that exotic words are not turned into verbs does not always hold good. 
This depends to a large extent on the form, whether it is yielding to inflection 
or not. |

Sir,—Itis not my intention to trespass at any length on your valuable 
space, but only to record my appreciation of the commendable—though not 
convincing—arguments of your correspondents, and to make a few remarks 
regarding their adverse opinions respecting my contribution to the possible 
explanation of the word Ypyp. That the origin and derivation of this word are 
obscure and doubtful, has already been remarked by an authority no less than 
the late Rabbi S. R. Hirsch, in his commentary on the Pentateuch. 

Mr. Lorie must have entirely overlooked the fact that [ myself cited Rashi's 
opinion, and I wish also to state, that according to Rabbi Simon ben Jehuda, no 
man has transgressed the prohibition so as to deserve M\P?td, except he writes in 
his flesh 

The Rev. M. M. Cohen supports his assertion that the word is pure Hebrew, 
by stating that it might belong to the root words of four consonants, but 
according to Gesenius, “it was not until later epochs of the language that stem 
words were lengthened to four consonants,” and it has long been a recognised 
fact that a pure Hebrew word has not necessarily three, but only 
two root consonants (Pappenheim AD?’ myn and Furst Concordantia). 
The repetition therefore of a monosyllabic root is always’ understood 
as emphasizing the meaning of the word, as, for instance, OVOIX—P7p He 
further cites similar expressions which are found in the 8VWj—as pointed out 
in the 7)W—but the NV) is confessedly no criterion for pure Hebrew, only 
the Mishna being considered as written in a pure—though idiomatic—Hebrew 
(Maimonides’ Commentary on the Mishna). My old friend, Dr. Chotzner, argues 
that the phonetic divergence between Vand “a” makes my suggestion improbabl-, 
but as we do not know either how the ancient,Hebrews pronounced the Y, or 
how the ancient Egyptians pronounced the “a,” we are quite free to suppose 
that the word “ Ka” was “most hkely” written with a letter sounding like an 
Y. It will be remembered that in Hebrew both Y and & (‘a’) belong to the 
gutturals, and are frequently interchanged.

NEW HEADMISTRESS,. 


In consequence of the state of her health, Miss Jane P, Lipman, who has 
been Headmistress of the Jews’ Free School since the resignation of the late 
Mrs. B. L. Phillips, has resigned her office. Miss Elizabeth Abadi, B.A., the 
Vice-mistress since November, 1897, has been appointed to take her place. Miss 
Abadi matriculated at London University in 1893, took the B.A. degree, with 
honours io English (First Division) when she was awarded the University Prize 
being first on thelist. She has also gained a number of scholarships, among them 
the top entrance Scholarship of £60, offered by Aberystwith University 
College to undergraduates and others, and she holds high Science and Art and 
other certificates. Last year Miss Abadi passed the First Scriptural Examination 
of the London University, taking as her subjects the Hebrew text of the Book 
of Genesis and Scripture History. Sheis the first Jewess who was successful in 
this Examination (which is open only to Graduates of the University), and 
only one other lady (a non-Jewess) had previously passed the Examination.

Literature from the Victoria University, Manchester, where he graduated as B.A

Lieutenant J. Waley Cohen. a 


Lieutenant J. Waley Cohen (the eldest son of Mr. and Mrs. N. L. Cohen), 
was appointed at Bloemfontein to the position of Brigade Signalling Officer, on 
the staff of General Bruce Hamilton, whose Brigade is comprised in the com- 
mand of General Ian Hamilton. He has, therefore, been up at the front in the 


march to Johannesburg and Pretoria, and would have been engaged in the 
operations on Tuesday against Botha. 


Jews on Service. 


Captain J. A. Lite ann, who held the governmental post of Instructor in 
German at the Royal Military College at Sandhurst, to which he had been 
appointed two years previously out of (00 candidates, threw up his 
position at a moment's notice in December last. He was appointed 
as chief of the Scouts in the (th Division under General Kelly-Kenny, 
of which Colonel Goldsmid was Chief of the Staff, going out by the 
same steamer which took Lords Roberts and Kitchener to the 
scene of war. He had already passed through the last Boer campaign 
as Captain in the Cape Mounted Rifles, and has been carrying about with him 
ever since a memento of that unfortunate period in the shape of an unextracted 
bullet. For thirteen years Professor at Cape Town University, his experience 
was peculiarly valuable to Lord Roberts, who gave him the appointment of 
Interpreter on the General Staff. Captain Liebmann was fortunate enough to 
be sent at once to the front to Modder River, and it was he who was sent 
by Lord Kitchener into Cronje’s Laager at Paardeberg. Heacted as Interpreter 
between Lord Roberts and Cronje when that wily Commander attempted to 
gain the twenty-four hours armistice by professing his readiness to capitulate 


in the ambiguous words which the Mourning Post correspondent at the seat of. 


war laid bare by sending to his journal the original Dutch sentence used. 
The value of Captain Liebmann’s services was recognised by the 
Commander in Chief a fortnight back, by his appointment as Deputy Assistant 
Adjutant-General on the Staff of the Third Division, This is probably the 
highest promotion, so far, of a Jew—not previously an officer in the Regular 
Army—at the seat of war. 


Lance-Corporal ALFRED FLATAU, of Paget's Horse, is the son of the late 
Mr. William Flatau, founder of the firm of A. and W. Flatau, of Ropemaker 
Street, and for many years Warden of the North London Synagogue. Shortly 
after his arrival in South Africa, he had the misfortune to be seriously hurt 
by the stampede of a number of horses in his corps, and was. laid up in 
Hospital for over a fortnight. He recovered, however, sufficiently to join his 
corps, and has since been in the action recently reported, in which Paget’s 
Horse took a distinguished part.

Mr. THieopor’e LEVIN (son of the Rev. H. Levin, of Manchester), has been 
enrolled a member of the well-known Colonial corps—Brabant’s Light Horse

is probably the only Jewish minister who has two sons actually engaged in 
serving Her Majesty the Queen at the front, and as a loyal and patriotic citizen 
is justly proud of the fact.

- More Letters from Jews at the Front. 


Mr. A. Rothbart, 485, West Street, Durban, writes: Enclosed herewith is a 
letter from Private Ben Davis (Berkowitch), whose parents are residing in 
Birmingham. He and my brother-in-law, George Lewis, enlisted together in 
the Imperial Light Infantry, both were in action at Spion Kop; my brother-in- 
law came out luckily without a scratch, and is now serving with the column in 
command of Colonel Bethune, but poor Ben was unfortunately, with four others 
of his corps, taken prisoners. But three months since we sent hima parcel of 
sundry little luxuries and through the American Consul, which it 
appears he has not received, and from what we can gather there is little hope of 
his ever getting them. I may here mention that after the battle of 
Spion Kop Ben Davis's name appeared in the official list as one of those that 


were killed in the fight, but I trust that ere this his parents have been advised 
of his present position. 


Private Davis, No. ‘37, A Company, Imp. L. Inf., writes from Prisoner's 
Camp, Waterval :—Your letter has taken three months to arrive, still, better 
late than never. Thank you very much for your gifts, but I am afraid I 
shall never see them. Iam very uneasy about my brother Barnett. I have 
written to him three times, but as vet have received no reply. I suppose you 
know he belongs to the Stretcher Bearers, and was at Spion Kop, I believe, 
although I did not see him there. Some of their men were killed, and I hope 
to God he was not one of them. I shall be very grateful if you could find 
out and let me know. As far as I remember his address is Barnett Davis, 7 
section, C, Company, Natal Ambulance Volunteer Stretcher Bearers, Natal. I 
have been here over three months, and by the look of things shall be here 
another three. Life here is awfully monotonous. Day after day the same, and 


nothing to enliven the weary time. I would a thousand times rather be at the 
Front again, .

For the last time in his capacity as President, Mr. B. L. Coney, M.P., 
occupied the Chair at a special meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians last 
Monday, at the offices of the Board, Middlesex Street. ‘There were also present :

He hoped 
that, not because of a so-called understanding which had been arrived at between 
himself and the two ladies nominated at the annual meeting for election on the 
Board, inasmuch as he did not acknowledge that any such understanding, so far 
as he was concerned, was ever come to. He had merely asked the ladies not to 
press their nomination on that occasion, and promised to move at a later 
date that the membership of the Board should be increased by five members, 
and then they, being eligible, could, if nominated and provided that they could 
get the necessary suffrages, be elected at a special meeting that would be called. 
He had carried out his part of the arrangement, and yet, if the resolution pro- 
posed by Mr. R. Sonnenthal were passed, neither those ladies nor any others 
could become members of the Board. He, therefore, opposed the resolution, 


because he believed that, within moderate proportions, lady members of the 
Board would be an acquisition. 


_Mr. ALGERNON E. Sypney said that he would be sorry if the resolution 
which stood on the agenda in the name of Mr. A. M. Woolf were to be allowed 
to subside because the proposer had been unable to move it personally. For the 
purposes of argument, he assumed that had Mr. Woolf been present, he would 
have supported the proposal in the terms which he had used in the Jewish Press 
One of Mr. Woolf's arguments was that the proper place for Jewish ladies was 
in their own homes. He entirely agreed, but it was possible that there were 
some Jewish ladies who, having reared their families, desired to employ their 
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forces in some other way. It appeared to him thata lady could | 
employed than with charitable work.

Mr. H. R. Levinsoun said that the strongest argument in favour of the 
admission of ladies to membership of the Board was the work of the lady 
members of some of the subsidiary Committees. In 1893 ladies were admitted 
to membership of the Visitation Committee, and from experience of both 
departments he could state that the work of visiting the poor was much more 
arduous than the “rota” duties which devolved on members of the Board. 
In 1893 there were 82 members of the Visiting Committee, of whom 67 were 
gentlemen and 15 ladies. Of the original members only 19 gentlemen and 8 
ladies still retained their membership of that Committee, proving that whilst 


_ only 28 per cent. of the male members had remained faithful to their work, 53 per 
cent, of the ladies were still serving, | 


Mr, I. SELIGMAN said that he considered Mr. B. L. Cohen had definitel 
pledged the Board to elect, as members, the two ladies who were nominated at 
the annual meeting some two months ago. He did not for one moment doubt 
that had any other impresion been given at that time the candidature of the 


ladies would not have been withdrawn, and they would have been elected 
forthwith. 


Mr. N.S. Josepn, as Chairman of the Visiting Committee, gratefully 
acknowledged the splendid services of the lady members, who had worked on 
that Committee for many years, almost without acknowledgement. An oppor- 
tunity was now offered to the Board of showing appreciation of those services 
by electing as colleagues some of the best lady members of the Visiting 
Committee. Practically no arguments had been advanced against the principle 
whilst many had been given in favour of it. 

The proposal to limit the membership of the Board to male subscribers was 
then put to the meeting, and defeated by a large majority, although several 
votes were recorded im its favour. 

It was then resolved to holda special meeting of contributors on July ‘th, 
_ to elect five additional members of the Board to serve for the current year, and 

the following were nominated for election : Mrs. L. Model, Miss Hannah Hyam. 
Messrs. 8, L, Lazarus, H. E. Beddington, and Adolph Tuck. 


The Baroness de Hirsch Bequest. 


The receipt of the large sum which was bequeathed to the Board by the 
late Baroness de Hirsch for the purpose of the Loan Fund, has rendered it 
advisable to alter the constitution of that Committee, so as to widen its scope 
and powers. Hitherto, the Committee of ,the Loan Fund were compelled, 
owing to the comparatively meagre funds at their disposal, to limit the amount 
of the loans to twenty-five pounds as the maximum in any individual case. The 
Loan Committee, after careful deliberation, decided to apply to the Board to 
sanction alterations in the laws of the Loan Committee, so as to permit the 
maximum of a loan to be increased to £100. 

Mr. Lionet JAcon, Chairman of the Loan Committee, proposed the 
amendment of the Laws, in that sense. 


Mr. Oscar SELINGER expressed the opinion that the alterations proposed | 


would not enlarge the scope of the Loan Fund to the extent which was justi- 
fied by the altered circumstances. 

Mr. A. ROSENFELD said, that he also thought the amendments that it was 
proposed to make, were inadequate. He considered that a sub-committee 
should have been specially appointed for the purpose of dealing with the large 
amount which had been bequeathed to the Board. The principal, which would 
always remain intact, was so vast, that he could see no necessity for dealing in 
a parsimonious spirit with the interest which accrued annually. He moved that 
a Special Committee should be appointed to consider how best to administer 
the Baroness de Hirsch Bequest. | 

This proposal was not seconded. The Chairman, however, reminded Mr. 
A. Rosenfeld that it would be impossible to appoint such a committee, inasmuch 
as the legacy had been bequeathed to the Loan Committee for the purposes of 
the Loan Fund. After some further slight discussion the amendment of the 
rules as proposed by the Loan Committee was unanimously agreed to. 


A Coal Trimmer's Wages.—The Solicitor and Secretary of the Board 
of Deputies (Mr. Chas. H. Emanuel), informs us that he has learnt from, the 
Board of Trade that a Jewish coal trimmer, who came over from Boston in the

Anti-Semitic Outbreak at Konitz. 


A SYNAGOGUE SACKED, 


For several weeks past we have published accounts of the anti-Semitic dis- 
turbances which have taken pane at Konitz (West Prussia), as the result of the 
attempt made to give aritual character to a murder committed at that town, 
and to fasten the crime on Jews. The story of the crime and its immediate 


consequences, as given by our Berlin correspondent, may be briefly summarised 
as follows :— | 


At Konitz a youth of eighteen, named Winter, disappeared, and two days later bis 
mangled remains were discovered. A local doctor, who examined the body, or rather such 
portions as had been found, expressed the opinion that all the blood had been removed. 
Immediately an anti-Semite, a gymnasium teacher by profession, spread the report that the 
Jews had murdered Winter. Konitz is a little town in West Prussia, inhabited by a 
mixed-speaking population, consisting on the one hand of Germans, and on the other of 
Poles and Kaschubes (a Slav race with Polish affinities), and as regards religion about 
equally divided into Catholics and Protestants. The Kaschubes are noted for their 
suverstitious belief in the healing powers of blood. Anyone who has read Strack’s work, 
‘Das Blut,” will find therein numerous examples, especially from the neighbourhood of 
Konitz, of the practical use to which this superstition has been put. Several instances are 
given of its having led to murder and other atrocities. 1t is no wonder then that amonga 
population which is itself superstitious, the fable of “ritual murder” should soon have 
found adherents. In afew days the whole town—with the exception of a few educated 
men, and above all with the exception of the Burgomaster, the magistrates, the Crown 
Attorney, andthe superior police officials—believed in the “ritual murder.” The result 
was that all clues to the real murderer were lost, and that the attention of the townspeople 
was directed tothe Jews. The authorities, judicial and police, were overwhelmed with 
denunciations of individual Jews; the persons who were summoned as witnesses made 
impossible statements, or were at once proved to he liars. But the anxiety to fasten the 
alleged “ ritual murder’ on Jews rendered it almost impossible to obtain any real clue. 
The excitement among the populace grew more and more intense; here and there excesees 


broke out, which the police energetically repressed. Indeed the authorities displayed so 
much vigour that the disturbances soon came to an end. 


The people in the district slowly came to the conclusion that Jews were 
not the murderers, and that the criminals must be sought for elsewhere. But 
this did not suit the anti-Semitic agitators who had invaded _ the 
locality, and who so played on the feelings of the populace that they broke out 


into fresh excesses, which have now assumed a serious character. Only last 


week we mentioned that, owing to a report spread in the town, men, 
women and children were beaten, and houses bombarded with stones. Au 
attempt was made to fire the synagogue, but, through a timely discovery by a 
policeman, the flames were extinguished before much damage was done, But 
the rioters were not to be baulked of their prey. Last Sunday, they made 
another, though different, attack on the synagogue. They succeeded in break- 
ing open the doors, and, having effected an entry, they completely wrecked the 
sacred edifice. Again were windows broken, and, this time, the police also were 
assaulted. As in the previous week, military assistance had to be requisitioned 
from Graudenz, in order to quell the rioters. A state of siege has been pro- 
claimed: in Konitz, and executive authority is placed exclusively in the 
hands of the military commander. 


The Times correspondent at Berlin telegraphed on Monday :— 

The North-German Gazette publishes a communiyu this evening in which the somewhat 
unnecessary assurance is given that the authorities have displayed the greatest zeal and 
energy in their efforts to discover the criminal, “of whatever rank or religion he may be 
and whatever may have been his motive for committing the crime.” The semi-official 


organ protests against the reproach that there has been any attempt made by tho officials | 


to treat certain classes of the population with indulgence. It complains that a large 
section of the inhabitants, instead of assisting the authorities, have allowed themselves to 
be led away by a party agitation and by the unscrupulous conduct of certain newspapers. 
In consequence of this, and of the false reports which have been circulated regarding 
the results of the investigation’, the conviction is extensively held that this is a case of 
“ritual” murder. The North German Gazette expressly states that investigations have 
been made on this theory as well as on others, but that nothing has been discovered 
which could justify the assumption that this was a case of “ritual” murder, even 
supposing that such murders were postible. The bloodless state of the corpse is explained 
by the nature of the wound to which Winter succumbed. The communiqué appeals to 
the inhabitants of Konitz to assist the authorities by placing information at their disposal, 
and ends with the urgent request that they should recover their self-possession and not 


indulge again in conduct like that of yesterday. Such conduct, it is pointed out, not 


only endangers public order, but must necessarily have the most serious consequences, 
both for the rioters themselves and for the whole population of the town.

DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 


Cohen), who was accom- 
panied by the Lady Mayoress, presided at the annual distribution of prizes to 
the moh A of the Stepney Jewish Schools, on Thursday, the 7th inst., in the 
Queen’s Hall of the People’s Palace. ‘The crowded andience which assembled 
bore ample evidence to the fact that this prize distribution, with the calisthenic 
display by the pupils which is a feature of the proceedings, has lost none of its 
attractiveness for the East End Jewish community. 


At the commencement of the proceedings, the Rev. J. F. Srern, on behalf 
of the * Old Boys’” Committee, handed to Mr. Marcus N. Adler, President of 
the Schools, the fund which is to endow the “ W. Ashe Payne Memorial Medal” 
for proficiency in technical work. The Rev. J. F. Stern explained 
that about two years ago, shortly after the death of Mr, W. Ashe 
Payne, the revered headmaster of the Stepney Jewish Schools, he received 
communications from many “old boys,” expressing their earnest wish to 
establish a memorial by which the name of Mr. W. Ashe Payne could be 
perpetuated in connection with the Schools he loved so sincerely. For 
his own. part, he felt that such a memorial was unnecessary, inasmuch as the 
work of the Schools themselves would always remain a lasting tribute to Mr. 
Payne's memory, and the fact that Mr. Payne had himself trained a successor, 
Mr. Ephraim Norder, to carry on the work was the greatest tribute that a man 
could pay to his own memory. However a meeting of “old boys” was held, 
and various suggestions were made, but it was generally felt that the 
‘memorial which the late Headmaster would himself most have desired would 
be that which should also foster and advance the work of the school. There 
was one branch of the school work—the manual and technical training—which 
Mr. W. Ashe Payne had himself inaugurated, and in which he had always 
manifested the keenest interest, and, therefore, it was determined to endow 
a prize to be awarded annually to the pupil showing the greatest proficiency in

technical work. The prize would be a silver medal entitled the W. Ashe Payne 
Memorial Medal, and would be awarded for the first time that evening. 


Mr. Marcus N. ADLER on behalf of the Committee, thankfully accepted 
the Memorial Fund. ' 

A valse song entitled ‘ Gypsies,” an ambitious effort for a school choir, was 
effectively sung by the combined choirs of the girls’ and boys’ school, under the 
direction of Mr. Henry Weinstein. The singing of this choir is maintained at 
the high standard by which it has been characterised in former years, 

The Lady Mayoress of Liverpool then distributed the scholarships and other 
awards, amongst which was the W. Ashe Payne Memorial Medal. Mrs, L. S. 
Cohen fastened the medal to the coat of the recipient amid appreciative cheers 
from the school. For the Evelina Prize, value £8—the highest scholarship in 
the girls’ school—four candidates “ tied ;’ the Committee, therefore, increased 
the amount of the award to £12, which was equally divided amongst the four, . 


The CiiAiRMAN said : Some weeks ago, I had the honour of being invited 
to dine with the Maccabweans. This gave me very great pleasure, and, during 
the dinner, a deputation asked me to come here this evening. I accepted that 
invitation without much consideration, hardly knowing what was expected of 
me, or what I was coming to, but I had confidence in the gentlemen goto and 
I have every reason to feel that that confidence was not misplaced. I am 
' delighted to be here. We know that the man who hestitates is lost, and the 
same thing happens frequently when one acts impulsively, but this is not the 


case on the present occasion. In visiting Stepney Schools, I do not feel altogether 


in a foreign country, as we have in Liverpool a Jewish school where we educate 
about 700 children, to some extent on similar lines to yours. Technical educa- 
tion is not taught there, but Liverpool is a very progressive city, and there are 
opportunities for the children having this advantage outside the school, I can 
recollect When the Stepney Schools were started in the early sixties. I lived in 


London in those days, and the object of ‘the Stepney Schools was to reduce the 
There were better opportunities for obtaining work 


overcrowding in the city. 
for our people at Stepney, but they looked upon this as a secondary considera- 


tion if they could not get education for their children, for, asin many instances, 
the little ones could not speak English. They could only go to Jewish schools, 
where they could also learn Hebrew, naturally considered so very important 
As an inducement to move away from the crowded and 
squalid district known as Whitechapel, one can understand what a pleasure it 
must have been to the late Chief Rabbi when his son (Mr. M. N. Adler), your 
in this healthier 


amongst our people. 


President, was able to establish a Jewish school 
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district. Mr. Adler has been President for nearly thirty-five years, has 
devoted himself unsparingly to the duties of his office, and has seen the desired 


. effect in the settlement of hundreds of families in this neighbourhood. Probably 


what was then thought so desirable in removing from Whitechapel to Stepney 
may again be considered to apply to further migration to a more open district, 
and if so, there will be many who have benefited by the Stepney movement 
who are in such positions in life as to be able to give any new like project their | 
assistance. Certainly, Stepney Schools furnish the example and guide for 
similar movements. From small beginnings, and without the advantage of the 
unique financial support the Free School possesses, it has yet become one of 
the most tnportant of our schools, and has achieved very great results, In 
reading your report, just issued, I am delighted to see there is s scholarship for 
technical work, and also that you have such complete facilities for imparting 


technical knowledge, due largely to the generosity of Sir Edward Sassoon. 


At first, having no suitable classes and workshops, [ understand the children 
made use of the splendid workshops of the People’s Palace, where we have met 
this evening, and I can only say that the authorities of this noble institution 
deserve the highest thanks for the great consideration they have shown to the 
schools in allowing them this privilege. The pupils thus get a first training in 
trades and handicrafts which are not overcrowded, and great credit is due to 
the Managers of Stepney Schools for devoting so much time and thought to this 
branch of education, and for practically setting the example to all other schools 
in this direction. I, am told that at the Exhibition at Albert Hall the specimens 
of wood and metal work shown by the boys of this school were highly spoken 
of, and the girls excelled in specimens of dress-cutting, laundry work and 
cookery. County Council scholarships have also been won by the boyr, and 
this is a proof of the splendid quality of the instruction of every kind imparted 
at the Stepney Schools. You pupils should be most grateful, for by learning 
the use of the tools, metal-work and wood-work, and you girls by learning laundry, 
dressmaking and cookery, all will be able to be of greater use to yourselves and 
your parents in your own homes. You will be able to earn higher wages, and if 
ever you determine to emigrate to the colonies, you will have a better chance uf 
getting on. All this seems to me to show that the Stepney Schools deserve the 
solid support of the community. I regret to notice from your report that the 
Managers complain of insufficient contributions, and [ am indeed surprised that 
the London community should allow an institution doing such remarkable work

to want for funds. I trust that many may be induced to read your Report, or 
listen to the story of your work, when I am sure they will not be able to resist 
the temptation to help to replenish your funds. In referring to technical work, 
one cannot help recalling a name that will ever be venerated in the Sitepney 
Schools. I mean the name of Mr. Payne, the late Headmaster. The develop- 
ment of the technical scheme was very dear to his heart, as was everythin 
else that was for the welfare of his pupils. Christian though he was, he devot 
his life to the Jewish boys, and without bringing religion into matters during 
his 25 years of service, he was instrumental by inculcating his ideas of honour 
and loyalty in making the boys become not only good Englishmen, but also quite 
as good Jews as if they had been entirely under Jewish masters. It is pleasing 
to notice that last week, the Ashe Payne Medal was founded to perpetuate his 
memory, contributed to by his old pupils, and to-night the first award will be 
made. tl understand that aoe form an important partin your curriculum, 
and especially am I pleased to see there is a Jewish Lads’ Brigade. I am quite 
sure that if these boys’ brigades are persevered with, it will mean that when 
boys leave school they will have gone through a great deal of the drudgery of 
drill, and if they become, as I hope they wili, Volunteers, they will soon 
be efficient and useful members of that force—thus they will be doing 
their duty to their country, and conscription will never be required in 
England. It is a great satisfaction for us to know that amangss 
those who are at present at the War, Jews have contributed a larger number 
than is their due proportion, Like a ey many other people I am delighted 
to have relatives who are soldiers at the front, and doing their duty to their 
Queen and Country. have six boys, all those who are old enough are volun- 
teers, and if more men are wanted in Africa three of them are ready to go. In 
looking round at you boys and girls I know that most of you have not been born 
with silver spoons in your mouths. You may not think so, but I assure you 
that in a way this is a great advantage to you. You have to rely on yourselves 
and we know that there are numbers of imstances where boys have risen from 
nothing to high and honourable positions. Very often those who have had a 
good start in life—I mean plenty of money—have had their energies dulled by 
this, and in many cases have turned out badly. A good truthful honourable 
boy, with a good education, should succeed any hae, 4 ote is not everything 
and as long as he can earn enough to save something, that boy or man can enjoy 
the etree of life in as high a degree as those who seem to be better off in 
worldly goods. Let me urge you, therefore, to pay strict attention to the 
instruction that is here given you. You children of to-day have greater 
advantages than we had when we were boys and girls, Education was not 80 
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easy to be obtained then, nor was it imparted in the scientific and interesting 
manner it is to-day, so make good use of your opportunities for learning while 
you are here. Try and get good marks, At all events every boy can try and 
get these for good conduct and attendance. Work for the prizes and the 
scholarships that the School offers. Many more will be deserving of these prizes 
than the number of pupils who can get them. Those who don’t win them need 
not envy those who do. They have done their best, and the knowledge of that 
is the greatest satisfaction they can have. Those who have won prizes must be 
careful not to allow their energies to be dulled by their victory. 
They must continue to work and improve themselves, and in the words of the 
Psalmist : “Going from strength to strength” in high aims and achievements, 
fighting against all that is bad, working only on honourable lines. I also urge 
you, in conclusion, never to forget your religion. I am, as you know, a public 
map, and I can assure you that the more a man respects his faith the more he is 
respected by others, and even if this were not the case it would still be your 
duty to be loyal and true to your religion, And if you will also remember the 
lessons and all the good advice you receive bere from your teachers you will 
become the best of men and women, namely, good Jews and Jewesses, and 
worthy citizens of this great Empire. 

The Rev. 8. SINGER, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Lord Mayor and 
Lady Mayoress of Liverpool, reminded the boys that any of them, no matter 
how humble his origin, could rise to the distinguished position of Chief Magis- 
trate. Only ladies and ministers were debarred. It was but necessary that 
they should give full play to their talents, act with integrity and intelligence, 
and have a large amount of luck in addition, in order to be a Lord Mayor. The 
Rev. 8S. Singer referred to the great popularity of Mr. and Mrs, Cohen, in 
Liverpool. He had himself witnessed the enormous amount of good-fellowship 
that was shown to them in the northern city. When the question arose as 
to the election of Mr. Louis 8. Cohen to the Mayoralty of Liverpool, there was 
absolute unanimity as to his fitness. And since his election to the dignified 
office—whether it was by opening a bazaar or a school, helping an impecunious 
hospital, or endeavouring to advance the interests of a particular denomination. 
or by giving an encouraging farewell to men who were starting for a distant 
continent in order to uphold the honour and glory of the British flag—in each 
and every capacity in which he had been called upon to act, Mr. Louis S. Cohen’ 
had acquitted himself with credit to himself, with delight to his hearers, and 
with honour to the Jewish community. 

The vote having been accorded with cheers, 


Tite CHAIRMAN brietly responded. He expressed the hope that when the 
war in South Africa was terminated and peace was declared, children of 
the Stepney Jewish Schools would be given a holiday. When the day came he 
promised to celebrate it by presenting to each of the 900 children in the school 
the Queen’s portrait in silver. 

The announcement was joyously received by the children, and one juvenile 
spirit called for “ Three cheers for Lord Roberts.’ The Lord Mayor of 
Liverpool said he was glad that the ‘ Bobs” would be welcome. 

| r. OSWALD J. SIMON, in moving a vote of thanks to the Committee and 
the teaching staff, having spoken of the arduous work of both, said that the 
Stepney Jewish Schools were a powerful: proof of the use of the denomina- 
tional system of education, and so long aa the Jewish community could produce 
such schools as the Jews’ Free School and the Stepney Jewish Schools, ample 
reason was shown why the denominational system should be maintained and 
not superseded by the Board School system. | 


Tne Rev. MicHAEL ADLER briefly seconded the vote, which was carried. 
Mr. B. Kiscit responded for the Committee of Management, and Mr. 
EriugAiM NORDEN, Headmaster of the Boys’ School, for the teaching staff, 


A vote of thanks was passed, on the motion of Mr, Lionen L. 
ALEXANDER to the trustees of the People’s Palace, for the loan of their hall. 


_ Avery pretty and clever gymnastic and calisthenic display was given by the 
pupils, under the direction 6f Mr. D. M. Nelson, Director of the Goldsmiths 
Company's Gymnasium. It was composed of exercises with the [ndian clubs, rings 
and dumbbells by the girls, and gymnastics on the parallel bars and vaulting- 
horse by the boys, in addition to marching drills and a musical running maze by 
the combined teams. The consistent and regular pbysical training, 
in some instances having extended over four or five years, is beginning to show 
a marked effect on the physique of the boys. Clearly perceptible was tbis in 
the case of the boys in the upper standards by their upright bearing and well- 
developed frames. The girls, too, exhibit freedom and grace of movement in 
a marked degree. .

A very successful concert was given on Monday afternoon at the Kensington 
Town Hall, in aid of the funds of the West Central Jewish Girls’ Club, Soho. 
The following artists generously gave their services : Mrs. Kendal, Mme. Marian 
McKenzie, Mrs, Helen Trust, Mdlle. Mania Séguel, Mr. Gregory Hast, Mr. F. A. 
Sewell and Mons. Johannes Wolff. Mrs. Kendal, who has been too long absent 
from the English stage, had an enthusiastic reception on her first appearance in 
London since her return from the United States. Mdlle Mania Séguel gavea 
finished rendering on the piano, of Chopin's Bolero, Rubinstein’s Romance in E 
flat, and a Rhapsodie by Liszt. Mrs. Helen Trust sang charmingly “ Chanson 
de Fortunio,’ and two Scotch love songs. Mme. Marian McKenzie's spirited 
singing of compositions by Hawley, Nevin, and German so pleased the audience 
that an encore was demanded. Mr. Gregory Hast gave great satisfaction, and 
Mons. Johannes Wolff again asserted his claim to rank among the finest violinists 
of the day, by the brilliance with which he played a waltz by Wieniawski, 
Serenade by Saint Saéns, and Romance by Sgambati. In his choice of 
music M. Johannes Wolff was especially happy. Mrs. Kendal gave four 
recitations in her own inimitable manner, blending comedy and pathos with 
equal charm.

The West Central Jewish Girls’ Club is situated at 8a, Dean Street 
Soho. Miss Emily H. Harris is President, Miss Lily Montagu Hon. Secretary, 
and Miss Nathan (11, Pembridge Square, W.) Treasurer. The object of the 
Club is to counteract some of the baneful influences of the district 
by providing for the girls useful instruction and healthy amuse- 
ments. An endeavour is made to establish by mutual sympathy and confidence 
an ideal of right living among all who come under the influence of the Club. 
Whilst the Institution is able to pay its way, its resources will be severely tried 
owing to enforced renewal of lease and extension of premises, the 
present building having been condemned as unsafe for the number of girls 
accommodated at the Club, A new fire-proof staircase must be built, and several 
other structural alterations areimperative. The cost of these improvements 
has been estimated at £600, and they will be accompanied by many incidental 
expenses, from which hitherto the Club has been exempt. In the fifth Annual 
Report which has just been issued details are given of the great success which 
continues to attend the Institution, particularly its educational work, 


The tate Alexander G. Joseph.—In his will the late Mr. Alexander G. 
Joseph bequeathed £2.000 to be distributed to charities, at the discretion of his 
executors, These amounts were duly given through the Rev. 1. Samuel. The 
family have, in addition, given £1,000 to the London Hospital for a bed to be 
named in-memory of the deceased. 


A Link with Napoleon |.—St. Helena is once more engaging special 
attention in connection with prisoners of war, and it is interesting to mention 
that one of its oldest inhabitants is Mr. Henry Solomon, who was a son of 
the late Mr. Joseph Solomon, and was born at St. Helena, whence he was sent 
to London to be educated.

It seems an extraordinary thing that knowing what 
such a crusade preached unchecked must mean, sufficient precautions were 
not taken to call in the military and overawe the populace before their 
passion could break loose. As it is, we are told that it 
was only due to the Kaiser's initiative that the military took 
possession of the town—otherwise we are

The omission naturally attracts attention upon this 
sile of the Channel. The Association is, to ba sure, an English 
body ; that is to say, it is registered under English law and has its 
registered office in this country. But, as a matter of fact, its 
affairs are really directed from Paris, and it is probably to this 
that we owe it that in respect of finance, the affairs of the Asso- 
ciation are conducted, as it were, behind a veil, whilst English custom rather 
prescribes absolute publicity in every detail of a public company’s work. We 
know that there is a feeling of apprehension in the minds of the directors as 


| to the probable effects on the cupidity of outsiders—the Russian Government, 


for instance—of parading the full extent of the Association’s resources. 
But the recent law-suit in England, 
succession duty, fully disclosed the sinews of war at the Association's 
disposal, and we may be sure that interested parties made a careful note of it 
at the time. And even if they showed an unexpected supineness in this regard, 
mystery, and especially mystery which hangs about a great sum of money, 
only gives rise to imaginings all the more wild, and in the end does 
very much more harm than good. The time has therefore come, in our 
opinion, when the fullest publicity should be given to, if not a detailed 
Balance Sheet, at least an abstract of the accounts of the Association. We 
hope that the English Directors will press this view—with which they will 
fully sympathise—upon their French colleagues. Some members of the 
Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association have already made efforts in this 
direction. Perhaps if they renew their efforts in the immediate future 
they will achieve greater success than they attained before.

he took advantage—that he should speak and vote against it. The seconder 
said not a word, and all the rest of the speaking was against the motion, Mr. 
B. L. Cohen’s support being, however, qualified by a reservation that he thought 
the number of women on the Board should be limited. ‘The newly-elected 
President, Mr. Leonard Cohen ; both Hon. Secretaries, Mr. Michael A. 
Green and Mr. R. H. Levinsohn; Mr. N. 8S. Joseph, the Chairman of the 
Visiting Committee; and Mr. A. E. Sydney, the Hon. Solicitor and 
senior member of the Board, also spoke in favour of the admission of women. 
The seven members who voted for the exclusion of women were 
evidently cowed by the preponderance of opinion against their views, and 
contented themselves by a silent vote, though men like Mr. Stuart M, 
Samuel and Mr. Louis S. Montagu, who voted in the minority, are not 
usually so diffident in expressing opinions that are not popular at the moment, 
The result was a foregone conclusion, and in all the circumstances 
it is not to be wondered that ro one had the temerity to speak a 
word against the eligibility of women. When the Chairman had 
reminded the meeting that over one thousand women are serving 
on Parochial Boards of (iuardians throughout the 
Levinsohn had given figures to prove their persistence in the work 
of visitation among the Jewish poor, and Mr. N. S. Joseph 
had argued that women had transcendent qualifications for charitable 
administration, it would have required a stout heart indeed to have made a 
frontal attack against so strong a position, fortified by overwhelming 
arguments.

The Russian authorities have so much dread of a Jew as such 
that they will have none of him whether he is Russian or hails from 
some less blessed land. Hence a disinclination to admit even foreign Jews 
into Holy Russia; and the corresponding disinclination to visa the 
passport of a Jew who might conceivably be ordered out of the country 
of his destination. The regulation strikes us as being somewhat vague and 
indefinite. What is a person of the highest social standing? How do you 
define him? Where does ‘‘the highest social standing” begin and 
end? It includes, we suppose, the peerage. Does it also include

Readers of the Jawisa (Curonic.e will at 
once recognise the scandalous falseness of the imputation. Week 
by: week we have published details of the number of Jews on active 
service, both in the regular and irregular forces, as well as portraits 
of the troops. On March 16th we pointed out that up to that date 
we had identified 260 Jewish men in the regolars, and 188 in 
the irregulars or Colonials ; and that while there had been 7() Jewish casualties 
among the Imperial soldiers, there were 36 athong the Colonial troops. Recollect,

We say nothing of the services of Colonel Harris, who had many hundreds 
of men—including a large proportion of Jews—under him in Kimberley ; we 
need not call special attention to the magnificent colonial Jew, Major Karri- 
Davis, first into Mafeking and Johannesburg ; or the “fighting Jew,” 

Morris, or the Jews who fought in every branch of the Army, from the (iuards 
to the C.I.V., and in every field of battle from Mafeking to Ladysmith ; we 
do not labour the point that the Jews have contributed a very much larger 
proportion of troops to the forces than their numbers demanded, and that 
those troops have won the express eulogy of Lord Roberts himself, or the 
facts that they have done their duty irreproachably in the provision of 
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hospitals, and the support of the patriotic funds. The bare fact 
that the Jews here and in South Africa have striven with all 
their heart to do their duty, and more than their duty, might have 
been expected to be familiar to one who is presumably an expert on the 
matter, A crueller aspersion on the Jewish families mourning for their sons 
who have fallen on the battlefield, could hardly be conceived; a more 
disgraceful libel has never been penned.

“England wishes to be just and generous to the boers, to be humane and 

just to the negroes ; but if this is to be the outcome of fighting, England must 


establish a pure Government and not Tammany. There can be no doubt about 
Tammany Government unless we keep the Jevs in their place.” 


Then our charitable contemporary repeats the well-worn mis-statements that 
“the mines, the houses, the businesses of Johannesburg are mainly in the 
hands of the Jews,” appsrently on the old assumption that every Cowen is 
‘an Israelite, and that “lucky Mr. Pict Marais, owner of so many Transvaal 
ground-rents” and his congeners do not exist. It adds that certain 
newspapers are ‘‘owned by Jews or mine-owners.” It professes 
to wish for justice to Jews, but does not believe that a (iovernment 
by Jewish millionaires, “who have avowed their belief that negroes must 
be compelled to work, and that at a tenth of their present wage, and that 
English miners’ wages must come down,” will be just. Is the Transvaal to be 
governed by ** Eckstein, Beit, Philips, Rothschild, together with Cecil Rhodes 
and Co.” ? As to Kckstein, we do not think he ever wasa Jew, Beit is not 
so now if he ever was, Phillips has married a Christian and become a convert 
to Catholicism.

OUR VIENNA LETTER. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
VIENNA, JUNE 10, 
The Municipal and Parliamentary Elections. 


The past few weeks have been very unfavourable for the Jews. What with 
the victory of the Lueger party at the Municipal Elections, the new agitation 
arising from the Hiilsner case, the farce of the Convent Scandal, the uncon- 
cealed anti-Jewish sympathies of the Government, and the sad events in 
Galicia and Roumania, those who concern themselves with Jewish affairs have 
good ground for feeling depressed. And now we shall soon have to face 
a general election, which, there can be no doubt, will bring in its train a 
fresh series of defeats for our cause. 

As in the first three divisions of Vienna, the municipal elections in the other 
divisions resulted in the overwhelming triumph of the anti-Semites. Out of 20 
seats they carried off 18, so that they command 131 out of the total number of 
154 seats in the City Council. Lueger is now de facto Master of Vienna and 
Lower Austria. The candidates of the Labour Party who were supported by 
the Jews were many thousands of votes below the anti-Jewish candidates. 
Large numbers of Jews did not vote at all, and now the principal organs of 
Jewish opinion are energetically propagating the view that the Austrian, and 
especially the Viennese, Jews should abstain from the exercise of their political 
rights until better times are in store, — 

The coming Reichsrath Elections will require careful thought on the part 
of the Jewish body. Nearly all parties are agreed that ths Jewish voters 
should not mix themselves up in the national cooflicts between Germans and 
Czechs, Poles and Ruthenians, Slavs and Italians. It is well-known that in 
several constituencies the Jewish vote predominates, with the result that 
the political party which for the time being is in a minority revenges itself 


on the Jews by excesses. Thus, if they support the Germans, it is the Czechs | 


who commit disturbances, and if the reverse is the case, then they are not only 
boycotted, but also attacked by the Germans. It has, therefore, become a 
question whether the Jews would not fare better under a purely Absolute 
Government, for the present political situation in Austria is regarded by the 
Jews as unbearable and dangerous. The Jewish leaders have an earnest problem 
before them : unfortunately, the Jewish masses hsve not sufficient confidence in 
their leaders to hope that they will be equal to the emergency. A reason for 
this want of confidence is to be found in the decisions of the Executive of the 
Jewish community in Vienna, which has introduced a new Communal rate, 
whereby two classes of electors are created, and has increased the num- 
ber of members of the Executive from 24 to 36, the additional members to be 
chosen from a select class, the effect being to hand over the direc- 
tion of our Communal affairs to & group of wealthy persons. 
Thus instead of democratising the Executive, as had been desired by 
the electors, they are handed over to an oligarchy. Such a_ proceed- 
ing is not calculated to inspire confidence, and it is the more to be deplored, 
inasmuch as the so-called “reforms” will be copied in Galicia. Any effectual 
opposition to these new measures is out of the question for the moment, as the 
political and economic position of the Austriau Jews is becoming worse from 
day to day. | This is well-known by the authors of the “reforms,” and on this 
account the Jews as a body are powerless to act with any energy in cases such 
as those of Araten and Hiilsner, 


The Convent Scandal. 


This scandal has had the expected end. The unscrupulous Superior of the 
Felicianer Convent has fulfilled her threat of concealing Michalina Araten until 
she was fourteen years of age. when no legal impediment would stand in the way 
of her being baptised. The promise made by the Prime Minister and the 
Minister of Justice that the girl would be restored to her father before her four- 
teenth birthday has been broken, for she has not yet returned to her parental 
home. ‘The Ewperor’s promise has also been fruitless, and it thus appears that 
even the word of the Sovereign cannot open the gates of a convent. In Austria, 
the Emperor and the State are powerless against the Catholic clergy and 
the Superior of a convent. - | 

Had the Jews been united, had they possessed the leaders of whom they 
are so greatly in need, things could not have come to such a pass. ‘This is 
proved by a similar case which has occurred in the Herzegovina, where the 
responsible Minister, Herr Von Kallay, was so sharply attacked in the Delega- 
tions, that a repetition of the scandal is well nigh impossible. But, on behalf of 
Michalina Araten, no one interpellated the Government in the Delegations, 
where such action might have been of advantage. 1,800,000 citizens of the State 
are obliged to suffer the violation of their domestic life and of their liberty of 


conscience, for the danger exists that these outrageous acts may be repeated. 


The Hulsner Case. 


As with tire Araten Case so it is with the Hiilsner affair. The outbreak is 
not solely due to thie anti-Semitic current; it has also been made possible by 
the powerlessness and to a certain extent the criminal negligence of the Jews. 
In Austria too little has been done ve combat the “ritual murder” fable. It 
can be safely averred that the Anglo-J ewish press anil the Anglo-Jewish public 
have shown a fuller appreciation and a wider knowledge of the case than the 
Austrian Jews, who are more directly concerned. In view of the forthcoming 


new trial, the anti-Semites are at their old game of manufacturing 


evidence, and it is not an accident that Hans Arnold Schwer, editor of the 
Deutsche Volksblatt, and author of the scandalous pamphlet on the Polna 
Trial, should have been elected a member of the Vienna Municipal Council 
by a colossal majority. It is also not a matter of chance that in some Bohemian 
towns Hiilsner is being tried in effigy and condemned. In one place the 
impersonator of Hiilsner was dangerously injured, and his assailant has been 
condemned to four months’ imprisonment. Likewise it is no coincidence that 
the Investigating Magistrate at Pisek, where the new trial is to be held, has 
received so many hundreds of communications which will complicate the enquiry 
that the trial will not take place before the autumn, instead of July, as 
arranged, This is the result of a systematic plan of the anti-Semitic agitators, 
who have received new strength through the rejection by the Court of 
Cassation of Professor Masaryk’s appeal against his conviction for the publi- 
cation of his famous pamphlet on the Polna murder, 


Miscellaneous. 


On the 2th ult., died at Czernowitz, Herr David Fittinger, member of the

ANNUAL REPORT. 


The annual meeting of the Shareholders of the Jewish Colonisation Asso- 
ciation (Baron de Hirsch’s foundation) was held on Sunday last at the offices of 
the Company in Paris). The meeting had been originally convened for the 
29th of April, but was postponed to the 10th of June, in order that the Report 
might be recast, 


We have been favoured by the Administration in Paris with a copy of the 
Annual Report. The Report, covering 59 printed pages, is too voluminous for 
reproduction in extenso, We content ourselves with a summary, except in 
respect to the Introduction, Canada, Palestine, Cyprus, and Russia, which are 
given in full. 


GENTLEMEN,—We have the honour to present to you our report on the 
activity of our Association during the year 1899. We have in the first place to 
discharge a mournful duty; itis to render homage to the memory of the 
Baroness de Hirsch, who died on the Ist April, 1899. We are anxious to call 
attention to the fact that she never ceased to testify to our Association the live- 
liest sympathy, and that she attentively followed the development of the work 
which had been so generously founded by Baron de Hirsch. | 


We have confined ourselves to submitting to you the most essential facts ; 
nevertheless the extension of our work compels us to present a somewhat 
voluminous report, 4. 


In the ARGENTINE our work of colonisation assumed the development which 
we had foreseen in our last report. We see at last in action the initiative of the 


colonists who seek to create for themselves new sources of income, so as to free 
' themselves from the obligations they had contracted towards our Association, 


and to ensure their independence. They have to-day sufficient confidence in their 
future to wish to send for, at their own expense, relatives or friends whom they 
had left behind in Russia. Nearly all the groups have asked us to receive new 
families; but we have deemed it prudent to receive at Moisesville only, the 
oldest of our colonies, 50 new families, who will arrive in the Argentine in 
the course of the year 1900. Our colonies have not been troubled by locusts ; 
although the harvest was but a medium one a portion of the colonists will pay 
the annuity, and all will have the means to exist. Despite the departure of 
some families the number of individuals has increased through the natural 
growth of the population, and the superficial area under cultivation has sen- 
sibly increased. The material situation of the colonists has improved in conse- 


' quence of the measures which have been adopted by our Council to favour the 


breeding of cattle ; it has furnished them the means wherewith to extend their 
\ucern fields, to augment their flocks, and especially the number of milk-giving 
cows ; and, lastly, it has entered into an arrangement witha Society which has 
established dairies at Moisesville, at Mauricio, and in Entre Rios, and which, by 
buying milk from the colonists, furnishes them with regular profits. 


In the UNrrEpD Srares the Baron de Hirsch Fund has, with our co-opera- 
tion, constituted the Jewish Agricultural and Industrial Aid Society. ‘The 
object of this society is to favour the establishment of individual farmers and 
artisans on United States territory. During a number of years more than 600 
individual farmers have been installed there ; and by encouraging this move- 
ment we decentralise the mass of Jews who are congested in the large cities. 
We have also continued to second the Baron de Hirsch Fund in its different 
undertakings and we are happy to state that we have found the most practical 
and most devoted co-operation in its Central Committee in New York. 


The population of the Hirsch Colony in CANADA has been increased by a 
group of Russian Jews, who, on its own initiative, came from England and is 
settled in the Colony. Some families from the neighbourhood and some 
emigrants from Europe have also established themselves there. We desire to 


_ express our best thanks to Mr. Walter S. Cohen, who was good enough to 


‘aager to the locality in order to make a thorough study on the spot, and who 
as addressed to us a remarkable report. At his suggestion we have ‘relieved 
the Committee at Montreal from the direction of this Colony, from which it 
is too distant. We only retain on the Colony an agent who spends some months 
at Hirsch in order to watch the interests of our Association. The Colony has 
thus become entirely independent. 


The most salient event in our work in PALESTINE has been the cession to 


us, by Baron Edmond de Rothschild, of the Colonies which he founded and ‘ 


has maintained ve Be the present. We are studying the means of. making the 
urers, As for the independent Colonies ia’ which we are 
interested, we always watch over their development, ana-we have endeavoured 


- to introduce there a system of mixed cultivation, which assures the existence 


of the colonists, even if the revenues from viniculture should be lacking. We 
have every reason to congratulate ourselves on the working of our industrial 


experiments at Jerusalem, it seems that the weaving shop, which we have 
created, is giving satisfactory results, ‘ 


In the IsLAND or Cyprus, the cultivation of Margo Tchiflik has soon been 
abandoned by a section of the colonists who had come from London. These 
have been replaced by agricultural labourers from Palestine and by some pupils 
from Mikveh Israel. At the present moment, sixteen colonists are installed 
on this property and they work with much zeal, heen 


Our desire to lead the Jews in the East to the cultivation of the soii has 
induced us to acquire, in Asia MINOR, an estate of more than 2,500 hectares, 
where we contemplate opening an agricultural school and establishing some 
colonists. For this first year we have confided the cultivation of the land to 


employés, who, for the most part, have quitted the icultural Schools of the 


In Russia our action has been considerably extended. We are interesting 
ourselves in agricultural instruction, and we have contributed to the develop- 
ment of schools at Mohilew, Orgueieff, Sklof and Orscha, which will soon have 
200 pupils; and, in addition, we are preparing to create a model garden at 
Minsk. We have thus come to the assistance of thirty-six groups of agricul- 
turists comprising 1,300 families; the loans we have granted to them have 
improved their situation and a portion of the sums advanced has already been 
repaid tous. Technical teaching continues to be the object of our solicitude ; 
we have subventioned eleven technical schools for boys and three for girls, 
which were already in existence. The population of these institutions has 
increased by 635 pupils. We have likewise contributed to the creation of three 
new techical schools for girls at Jitomir, Poltawa and Kischineff. Lastly, our 
wt eg buildings at Wilna supply healthy oe to more than 300 families, 
and the spinning mill which we have established at Dubrowna will procure 


remunerative work for an entire artisan population whom mechanical industry 
has ruined. 


In Rovmanta we continue to second the efforts of local Committees to 
develop elementary and technical education, and we have lent our co-operation 
to nineteen elementary and two technical schools, , 


In GALICIA, we have created Loan Funds in three towns, with the object 
of making small advances to artisans and small tradesmen who are only able to 
borrow at heavy interest. These funds operate in a convenient manner, and 
the repayments are made regularly. In order to help the unfortunate Jewish 
population of this country, we have created small industries, or have encouraged 
a We have also come to the assistance of the miners a; 

oryslaw. 


We have continued to the ALLIANCE ISRAELITE UNIVERSELLE our gub- 
ventions in favour of its schools, and we have furnished it with the means to. 
give to its school at Teheran all the development which it required. A fresh 
credit has also been voted to the Alliance, in order to establish as masters a 
certain number of pupils who have left its Technical School in Jerusalem, 


We continue to place at the school in ANLEM young men from Russia, who 
there learn gardening. Finally, we have interested ourselves in various persons 
and societies, the details respecting which will be found under the heading 
MISCELLANEOUS, 


We have deemed it a duty to give this general sketch first, so as to afford 


an idea of the extent and variety of our work, 


The first détailed section of the report deals with the colonies in the 
Argentine Republic, and commences with an expression of thanks to the 
Argentine Government for having age Ae the Association from payment of 
taxes, in view of its being exclusively a P ilanthropic institution. The follow- 
ing are some of the salient facts which have been gathered from the report in 
respect to the several colonies. - | 


The past year has confirmed the impression that Moisesville, the oldest 
colony, is the most prosperous, The 24,000 hectares of which the colony con- 
sists will soon be entirely colonized. The population consists of 171 families. 
representing 856 souls, an increase of three families and thirty-one individuals 
on the previous year. The total superficial area of land which has been sown 
has increased by upwards of 450 hectares. The lucern fields in the past year of 
drought literally saved the cattle of the colonists. All the colonists have, from 
their own means, bought cattle for breeding purposes, the heads of cattle they 
have acquired being estimated at 1,000. By the side of the dairy, a Jew has 
established a model stable and a cheese dairy. Two schools are at work on the 
colony, at which, as in all schools in the colonies, prominence is given to 
Spanish, and a library was formed in the course of the year. | 


The colony at Mauricio has passed through two distinct periods. The 
improved situation which has been brought about is due to the opening of the 
dairy in August last, which has given excellent results. Owing to the departure 
of a number of colonists, the population has been reduced from 1,045 to ‘8 
(representing a diminution of 22 families). The general situation would be 
satisfactory if the colonists were not burdened with debts, which they contracted 
on onerous terms during the bad years they passed through. There are two 
schools on the colony. | | 


The progress manifested in the colonies of Entre Rios has been more 
striking than at Mauricio, and even at Moisesville. There is reason to hope 
that dairies which are about to be Hage and the breeding of cattle which will 
shortly be developed will permit the colonists to discharge their debts to the 
Association. The population of the various groups numbered 4,942 souls (‘'44 
families). More than half of the colonists have cleared the whole of their lots, 
no mean achievement, considering that the soil of Entre Rios is clayey and hard. 
Last year’s Report announced the approaching establishment of the Lucienville 
Colony, on which the sons and grandsons of colonists were to be established. 
The land is situated on the railway from Basavilbaso to Gualeguachu. At the 
present moment, a group of 10 families has already been formed, and 6 families 
are installed on a second group. In addition to Lucienville, some twenty 
colonists, who worked with their families, have been established separately at 
Clara, and a dozen at San Antonio. Similar installations will be made in the 
course of the coming year. The spontaneous movement of immigration shows | 
that the colonists in Entre Rios have reached a certain degree of prosperity, 
since they are desirous that their relations and friends should enjoy a similar 
condition of things. There are in the Colonies of Entre Rios 6 well-organised 
schools and 10 small schools. The sanitary condition continues to be excellent. 
The natural increase of the population may be estimated at 5} per cent., which 
is Telatively very high. The moral of the colonists has been wee improved. 
The Director at Buenos Ayres is studying the question of facilitating the 
transport of the produce (190,000 cwts. of cereals) of the Colonies, a serious 
matter, as the groups are at a considerable distance from a railway. 


During 1599, the income of the breeding establishment at Zeballos did not 
reach the anticipated figure, but the prospects for 1900 are more favourable. 
This “ Estancia ’ now appears to be well organised. 


Il.—UNITED STATES. 


The Association has carried on in the United States the work of which the 
last Annual Report indicated the principal lines, and which consists in removing 
the Jews from the centres where they are congested and in encouraging them to 
agricultural and industrial labour in rural districts. Thus, the Association has 
continued to support the Jewish Colonies in South Jersey and the individual 
farmers who are established in New England. It has favoured the establishment 
of factories in the neighbourhood of Jewish farms in order to create a perm™a- 
nent market for them ; it has finally supported the school at Woodbine, which 
affords to children an agricultural and industrial education 


_ The assistance given to the three Colonies, Alliance, Carmel, and Rosenhay», 
in South Jersey has made them prosperous. The climatic conditions «re 
excellent, and this region could receive a large number of Jewish families who 
are at present vegetating in large cities. The factories are being regularly 


developed. 


_ Thousands of Jewish families who came from Russia, Roumania and 
Galicia are accustomed to working the soil ; it 18 on this account that the Ass: wine , 
tion has assisted individual farmers, the total number of families helped in |*' 
being 86, with farms of the aggregate value of 17{,200 dollars. 


A grant was voted for the establishment of a hundred families al 
Colchester (Connecticut).

Colony. 


In 1898 the Council decided to instal 40 new families on the colony. We 
deemed it a duty to proceed cautiously, and in the course of 1899 we sent out a 
dozen colonists, Some 15. Russian families soon joined them ; they went to 
Canada at their own expense, and at first attempted to settle in the region of 


the Swan River, but eventually they decided to go to Hirsch. At their head is 
Mr. Berner who discharges the duties of Shochet. 


__ At the present moment, the colony comprises 20 families of agriculturists, 
with 79 souls, viz,: 20 men, 17 women, 21 boys and 21 girls, Mr. Walter S, 
Cohen, who was good enough to inspect the colony, states that the first measures 
which were taken in favour of the colony have restored courage to the workers. 
In one year they have cleared more land than had previously been done in seven 
years. The young generation, especially, displays a great deal of ardour, 


Sowines AND Harvests.—The area sown was less than in the previous 
year, several families having arrived too late, while the older colonists allowed 


a part of their land to lie fallow in accordance with a Government circular. 


The harvest has been excellent. The wheat of Hirsch is of very superior 
quan ; It yields 25 to ‘) bushels per acre; the yield of oats was from [) to 60 
bushels per acre. Some colonists sowed rye for their own consumption. 
Potatoes produced 300 bushels to the acre, they are of good quality, large and 
healthy. The colonists can easily sell them to the miners in the neighbourhood. 
The hay harvest will largely suffice for the needs of the colonists, they can sell 
it in large quantities. It may be added that the gardens are well kept, that the 
colonists possess many heads of poultry which they sell to the miners, and that 
their cattle is in good condition. 


The land tilled and cleared occupies 1,122 acres; (12 were sown with wheat, 


5) with oats, and 25 with rye. 


The cattle consists of 112 oxen, 100 cows, and 64 horses. 


CULTIVATION Or TREES.—While satisfied with the work done by the 
colonists, we would like to see them more occupied in future in the growing of 
trees, which are of special importance in this country, through the humidity they 
create, by the protection they offer to the harvests against the winds, and by the 
check they present to the early frosts. The Government proposes to encourage 
the plantation of trees by supplying the agriculturists with plants from its own 


nurseries, and by organising competitions. We hope these efforts will 
conduce to a good result. , 


DEBTS OF THE COLONISTs.—AIlL the old colonists have enough for their 
maintenance ; but their situation would be more brilliant if they were not in 
debt, especially for the purchase of agricultural implements. Sale on credit is 
very largely developed in this country, and the agents of manufacturers offer 
to the colouists facilities for payment which tempt them, hence they often buy 
machines which are useless, or at least superfluous. It is true that they have 
nine years in which tolijuidate their debts, but they have to pay interest, which 
is often as high as 12 per cent. | 


BUILDINGS AND SciooL.—Every colonist has his small house with its 
stable; several also own sheds, and a bath is about to be constructed. 

In May, 1899, Mr. Simeon A. Goldstoh, a former pupil and teacher of the 
Jews’ Free School in London, was engaged as teacher. According to the 
educatioa code of the North-West territories, the school is placed under the 


- supervision of an official inspector. .1t was opened on the Ist August with 15 chil- 


dren, of both sexes. ‘This number was increased to 25 during the course of the year. 
With one ¢ xception all the pupils were completely ignorant of English, so that 
Mr. Goldston had to employ the greater part of his time in conversational 


exercises, The ages of the pupils range from 5 to 17 years. They pay a mini- | 


mum fee of two dollars a year. A committee, consisting of three colonists, has 
been appointed to watch over the interests of the school. The inspector has 
twice visited that institution, and expressed his satisfaction with the progress 
he had witnessed. At the request of several Colonists, Mr. Goldston has opened 
at his residence an evening class for adults ; the class lasts two hours, and is 
held four times a week. For the first year the (‘overnment made a grant of 


125 dollars. and there is reason to hope that it will pay 60 per cent. of the’ 


teacher's salary. 


Dairy.—Last year's report announced that the Council had voted a certain 
sum for the establishment of a dairy at Hirsch with the co-operation of the 
Government. This plan has, however, not been realised, 


EstTaABLISHMENT OF FIFTEEN New FamI.ies.—As stated above, fifteen 
Russian Jewish families have been installed in the Colony. They had left home 
on their own initiative, and under the guidance of Mr. Berner, to occupy lots 
of 160 acres which the Canadian Government had conceded to them in the 
Swan River district. They had practised agriculture in Russia, and possessed 


a capital of £500. We have seconded their efforts by granting a loan of £700, 


repayable in three annual instalments, the first being due three years after their 
installation, The land which had been conceded to these families was remote 
from railways ; nothing had been prepared for their reception ; and it appeared 
difficult for this group of fifteen families to remain in its isolation. t was, 
therefore, arranged that they should settle at Hirsch, either on the lots of our 
Association or on Government property, and that they should remove thither 
their furniture, cattle and agricultural implements. The installation of these. 
families will be definitely accomplished in the course of 1900, 


IV.—PALESTINE. 


: ; summarised the ameliorations we have effected in 
the Hanine, Rehovotb, Hedera, and Mishmar Hayarden, 
through the granting of loans to the colonists, which enabled them to complete 
their installation. At the end of the year 18s, the re-organisation of these 
centres had almost been completed.

culture has scarcely been developed in this country, and the colonists are 
principally occupied with more important cultivation. Nearly all the colonists 


lated on not having placed their entire reliance on the produce of the vines. 
Mishmar Hayarden has suffered this year from invasions of locusts. On two 
occasions they attacked the cornfields, which occupied a surface of 3,000 
dounums, and destroyed all the harvest. The families, nevertheless, bad 
sufficient corn for their own requirements. The locusts also annihilated the 
yield from the small vines at Mishmar. The other cultivations gave more 
satisfactory results, notably dwarf peas and sorgo. After deducting the produce 
due for tithe and other purposes, the 12 colonists harvested about 184 hecto- 
litres of wheat, 267 of barley, 31 of vetch, 130 of dwarf peas, and 40 of sorgo. 
The cattle at Mishmar also suffered very much last year. The breeding of sheep 
has given the best results. We must remark that the colonists at Mishmar 
give proof of great endurance. They are satisfied with little for their existence, 
and this bad year does not appear to have discouraged them. 


GUEDARA (Katra),—Our intervention in favour of Guedara was limited last 
hag to giving the colonists the means wherewith to instal a pump and a mill. 
n the course of 1899 we were induced to interest ourselves more closely in this 
group by granting loans to some of the labourers, Guedara was founded in 1884 
by some young men who had left the Universities in Russia, and who even to-day 
constitute the principal nucleus of thecolony. It measures 3,350 dounums, and, 
including employ ¢s and traders, there are at Guedara 2:3 families, 12 of whom 
live from viticulture. The Chovevi Zion at Odessa has given to these 12 families 
the means of building houses and stables to pay for their lots and to create their 
plantations. It has also covered the general expenses since 1889. We made 
advances to six colonists of Guedara to free them from onerous debts they had 
contracted to complete the plantations of their vines, They obtained from the 
sale of their grapes in 18:9 nearly 10,000 francs; the total yield of the colony 
was 2,7/,5cwt, which were sold for 38,600 francs. 


PURCHASE OF LAND IN THE Disrricr or TIBRERIAS.—We have succeeded 
district of Tiberias. 


Of the 12000 dounums of arable land which the estate of Sedjera com- 
prises we have purchased 9,876; the remaining 2,124 dounums belong to the 
peasants of the village. We own, in addition, 4,100 dounums of rocky land 
which we have delimited by surrounding it with stone walls. We have com- 
menced to improve this land. The area sown has necessarily been small. Thus 
we have sown barley on an extent of 250 dounums, and have prepared an equal 
surface for summer cultivation. We estimate to have some thousands of 
dounums prepared for the agricultural year 1900-1901. 


On the estate of Sedjera there is a building (“ khan’’) consisting of three 
rooms. We have repaired the building, erected a shed, and an upper storey of 
three rooms as lodgings for the staff. We shall no doubt be obliged to add 
another wing to this structure. 


WreAVING Work ROOM.—This workroom, the establish- 
ment of which was announced in our last report, was opened in July, 18). Five 
to six mnths were required to build the premises and to manufacture the looms 
which were supplied by the Technical School in Jerusalem, to engage masters, 
Xe. At the end of the year 24 looms were at work, employing 26 workmen, 4 
apprentices, 17 youths from 15 to 18 years of age, who prepared the thread, 6 
women who worked at home as winders—in all 53 persons. It will thus be seen 
that when the 52 looms have been fixed they will provide a living for a hundred 
persons. 


Apprenticeship has been very rapid. At theend of six weeks all the work- 
people were able to support themselves by piece-work. Of the 52 looms, 11 
manufacture cotton divans, I) cotton and silk curtains, 30 stuff for peasants’ 
wear, ticking and serviettes, and lastly, a Russian loom will make materials 
for workrooms. The sale of these materials can only really be organised 
during the course of 1900. | 


M. Antebi, Director of the Jerusalem School, who created the workroom 
and directs it with so much zeal, has the fullest confidence in the future of 
this work. 


KNittinG MacHINEs.—The machines which have been distributed amon 
some Jewish women in Jerusalem have produced good results. At the end o 
three weeks the women handled them with the utmost ease. On the first ten 
machines a sum of 600 francs was repaid to us in the course of the year. This 
repayment has permitted the purchase of three more machines which have been 
placed in the hands of three poor families. We have thus distributed 13 
machines; and for the moment we will limit the number to 15, so as not to 
create an injurious competition. 


Former Popits oF THE JERUSALEM ScHoo..—Last year we gave to the 
Alliance Isra‘lite the means to set up in trade a certain number of pupils who 
were leaving the School in Jerusalem, and we mentioned in our report that two 
had established themselves in the colony of Castinié. This year we gave to 
these two young men a further amount, so that they might occupy themselves 
with agriculture during the leisure time which their callings of smith and 
carpenter allowed them. : 


During 1899, we have also concerned ourselves with setting up former 
pupils of the School in Jerusalem. Several have been established at Damascus, 
Salonica, Smyrna and Jerusalem. With one or two exceptions, the results 
obtained are satisfactory, and some of these new masters have commenced to 
repay the leans we granted them, Other installations are contemplated at 
Beyrouth, Haifa and Tiberias. But they are dependent on the results of the 
enquiry which the Alliance Isra¢lite has ordered respecting technical occupa- 
tions in ‘the East. 


MM. Haym and J. Ni¢go have, as in 189), continued the direction of our

V.—The Exploitation of Margo Tchiflik (Cyprus), 


The composition of the Colony Margo Tchiflik was profoundly moditied 
during the course of 1899.

On five lots we have installed pupils from the school 
at Mikveh Israel who had already gained some experience by practising agricul- 
ture. Three other lots we are having cultivated by three Bapile from the same 
institution, who in time will be established as colonists. There are at present 
at Margo Tchiflik thirteen colonists and three agricultural labourers. With 


the Administrator, M. Bergmann, the teacher, the shochet, a shopkeeper and 
several artisans there is a population of eighty-three souls, This population

colonisation was tried by a society in London called Ahavath Zion, and that | 
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will shortly be increased through the marriage of the greater number of the 
young men whom we have installed there. 

These explanations show that our Association has become proprietor of 
the greater portion of the estate of Margo Tchiflik. It is understood that this 
land, as well as the installation, is only banded to the colonists in the form of 
an advance and that they will have to repay us the value. 


IRRIGATION MiLLs.—Two dams permit the water being diverted into the 
estate: near the first dam is installed alarze mill, of which the machinery is 
English, and which is well arranged. A second mill, verv primitive, also stands 
on the estate. These canals allow of the irrigation of 70 hectares of land ; the 
second dam would enable the northern portion of the property known as Tym)bo 
to be irrigated. Lastly, a system of wells, peculiar to the country, also assures 
water to the land. 

We have devoted special attention to improving the means of irrigation 
which we found on the estate. These works have entailed a heavy outlay, but 
the property now consists of 1,000 dounums, or nearly 17) hectares of irrigable 
land. The large mill has been repaired, and the repair of the dam near which it 
is located and of the canal which serves it assures to it a more powerful motive 
force. It could only be worked by water for four months in the year. We 
have, therefore, entered into an arrangement with a private individual, a 

Russian Jew, who has installed a horse gin, which enables it to work all the 

year round. One of the principal clauses of the contract requires the 
miller to sell flour to the colonists at prices lower than current rates. The 
second mill is let to a Greek. | 


Harvesrs.—The last harvest gave the following results : A colonist who had 
sown in wheat six dounums of irrigated land and twenty-seven dounums of 
other land, obtained an average of thirty hectolitres, His barley, sown on 
twenty dounums, also gave him thirty hectolitres. The twenty-five dounums of 
vetch, sown on fallow land, did not produce more than four hectolitres. Lastly. 
the yield of oats was so small that it was abandoned to the cattle. ‘(We must add 
the yield of cotton, which gave nearly 7) francs to each colonist. We have 
decided to complete the lots of the colonists. Ln these conditions the number 
of colonists who could be installed at Margo Tchithik will not be more than fifty 
but about.twenty-five. In order to give the colonists the means to carry out 
under the best conditions the various operations of reaping, we have authorised 
the administration to buy a reaping and a threshing machine. In addition, each 
of them has received a milch cow. In this connection, we may mention that 
the colonists at Margo-Tchiflik own a flock of 500 sheep. 

Various improvements have also been effected in buildings : each colonist 
will have a store-house for his grain. and shelters have been constructed for 
vehicles or agricultural implements. \c¢) Lastly, the colonists hive p anted some 
olive trees, 


SowrnGcs—In all, the colonists have sown for winter cultivation 1020 
dounums, or 170 hectares, the produce being wheat, barley, oats, fodder, beans, 
lentils. unions. broad beans and chick peas. ‘To this area has to be added the 
sowing of vetch on fallow land. 


GENERAL Srruarion, &c.—The health of the colony has, on the 
whole, been satisfactory. . 

The limited number of children does not permit us to persist in the school 
where Mr.Solomon teaches. The children receive lessons in Hebrew. 

M. Bergmann, the Administrator of the Colony, discharges his duties with 
much zeal, 

We may repeat here that Mr. Walter S. Cohen kindly undertook to superin- 
tend the installation of the families of the Abavath Zion Society. and especially 
to take the necessary guarantees to assure the repayment to our Association of 
the advances which we made to them. . 


Vi.—The Estate of Or-Jehouda. 


For along time past the Association had the intention to acquire in Asia 
Minor an estate on which an agricultural school could be installed and some 
Jewish cultivators established. After having a number of sites inspected the 
choice fell on Tebakyr Ozlou, which has been bought in the course of the year. 
It has received-the name of Or-Jehuda, The property is situated on the rail- 
way which connects Magnesia with Soma and is a branch of the Smyrna-Cassaba 
line. It is situated six kilometres distant from the station at Ak Issar (or 
Axar) which has 15,(0 inhabitants, and 3 kilometres from the station at Kapakly. 
Its produce could easily be exported to Axar, Magnesia, and Smyrna, the latter 
city being 107 kilometres distant. The property covers hectares, of which 
1.105 hectares can be cultivated, the rest being mountainous land. The estate is 
advantageously situated both in respect to water distribution and roads. A 
number of workmen (most of them former pupils of Mikveh Israel) under the 
direction of a young agriculturist, have been set to work on a portion of the 
surface of the estate. Valuable co-operation was given by M.G. Aric, Director 
Bie Alliance School at Smyrna, in the purchase and organisation of Or- 
vgenuda. 2 


VIIl.—RUSSIA. 


‘ In Russia we have continued our work, which is to encourage the -produc- 
tive activity of the.Jews ; the movement which impels them towards agriculture 
has not left us indifferent. We have given proofs to various agricultural. and 
industrial schools of the interest which we take in them, and we have aided some 
cultivators to improve their exploitations, ; 


(A) Agriculture. 


We interested ourselves last year in three agricultural schools, the farm 
schools at Mohilew, Orgueieff, and the School of Horticulture at Schklof. Tbe 
two first institutions are working satisfactorily, the third bas not yet been 
opened. Inthe course of 189 we encouraged the creation of a model garden at 
Minsk ; we also enabled the School of Horticulture, founded by the Talmud 
Torah at Orscha, to give more rational instruction, and, finally, we decided to 
contribute towards the creation of an agricultural school in the Government of 
Kherson. This project has received the sanction of the Government, and. the 
institution will without doubt be opened at Novo-Poltawk:. We also came to 
the aid of Jewish agriculturists, and we granted them advances either to improve 
their agricultural operations (agriculturists in the Governments of ,Grodno, 
Minsk, and Mohilew, and vine dressers at Jaruga), or to permit them to aug- 
ment their leased cattle (agriculturists at Liady, Slaveny, Seletz, Krassnosselio, 
and vine dressers at Dubinowo), or finally to withdraw them from the misery 
into which they had fallen in consequence of bad harvests or various circum- 
stances (agriculturists at Iwanovka, Leipuny, Pinsk, Sagaidack, Nahartaw, 
and Bistrista.) These loans have been well employed, and a portion has 
already been repaid. 


(B) Industry. 


The assistance which we gave to the Trud School at Odessa, and to the 
Technical Schools for Boys at Wilna, Minsk, and Grodno have been usefully 


employed, and these institutions give the hoped-for results, The School at 


Velige, in which we were likewise interested, will not defer its complete 
re-orgualection. During the year 1899 we were occupied with the small Technica! 
School at Krementschug, and the mixed Technical Schools at St. Petersburg 
and Lubawitchi. ‘The Technical Schools for Girls have also continued to engage 
our attention. Without speaking of the Schools at Orscha, Minsk, and Sim- 
feropol, which were referred to in our last year’s report, we have to mention the 
support we gave to schools at Poltawa, Jitomir, and Kischineff. | 

Besides this educational work we follow with interest the creation of the 
spinning factory at Dubrowna, which we mentioned last year. This factory wil! 
before long be opened. Meanwhile a workroom has been established for the 
weavers, who should be the first employés there. 

Lastly the Society for Hygienic Dwellings at Wilna has almost finished 
two of its buildings and it is hoped that they will be able to receive tenants 
from the autumn of 1900. 


Russian Poland. 


In Poland we have confined ourselves to supporting certain works of indus. 
trial and agricultural instruction. It ishoped to open during the autumn of 1) 
the farm school of which we spoke in our lastreport and which will be established 
on the estate of Czenstonieff. At Warsaw the Technical Schools in the 
Prziebeg Street and in the Slisska S-reet are in process of reorganisation 
Lastly we have interested ourselves in the work-rooms at Plock and Czen 
stochowa. 


VIIIl.—ROUMANIA. 


In order thoroughly to define the character of our intervention in Roumania 
we sent thither M, Astruc, Director of the Jewish School at Rustchuk. He 
specially visited the communities in Moldavia, to study the existing schools 
and to make known to them the sacrifices they ought to impose on themselve- 
and the programme they should adopt to obtain our assistance. He discharged 
his mission with a zeal and tact which we deem it a duty to recognise. 

The re-organisation of the schools has unhappily been impeded by the 
economic crisis through which Roumania is passing. These exceptional 
circumstances bave obliged us to lend our help to schools which have not yet 
introduced all the reforms that we demanded of them. However, the Com. 


mittees which have not yet been able to give us complete satisfaction have 


pledged themselves to introduce into their institutions, from the beginning of 
1899:1900. all the improvements that appeared to us to be necessary. , 

We subsidise at present in Roumania two trade schools (one for boys and 
one for girls), ten primary schools for boys, six primary schools for girls. 
and three mixed primury schools, We have, in addition, accorded to the 
community at B alla an advance to enable it to construct a girls’ school. 

(The schco!s referred to above are at Bucharest, Jassy, Botoschain, Kivolari, 
Braila, Bubusch, Folticien, Lespezi, Mthaileni, Piatra, Podul, Hoiei, Roman 
and Soulitza). 

With a view of forming a better teaching staff, we secure | the admittance in 
1898 of nine young Romanian Jews to the Ecole Normale Orientale, in Paris. 
During ten more were admitted, who came from Bucharest, Jassy, Botoschan, 
Dorohoi, and Piatra. Two young men having left, the number at present in thie 
school has been reduced to 17, 


1X.—GALICIA. 


The situation of the Jews in Galicia has for a long time occupied the aiten- 
tion of the Council, which had, besides, been seized of this question by a 
Galician Committee, having at its head Dr. Rappoport, member of the Reichsrithi 
in Vienna, In 1898 we asked Dr, Friedliuder to undertake an investigation, 
aud to submit his proposals to us. He acquitted himself of this mission with 
considerable zeal. We have found a devoted agent in Herr D. Rotter, who 1s 
charged with our work in Galicia, Our aim is to raise the Jewish population in 
this country by procuring work for them, by granting loans to artisans and 
small tradesmen, and by teaching trades to a small portion of those who have no 
knowledge of any. 

We commenced by creating Mutual Credit Societies in favour of small 
shopkeepers and working men, who can only obtain loans at ruinous interest. 
These Loan Societies are at present in operation at Tarnow, Kolomea ani! 
Stanislau, under the title of ‘‘ Creditgenossenschaften fiir den Kleinhandel und 
das Kleingewerbe.’ Loans are only granted to members ; the repayments are 
made weekly, and the interest is very moderate, and serves to cover unforeseen 
losses and working expenses, which are also as low as possible. ; 

The Baron de Hirsch Stiftung bas placed at our disposal its School buildings 
and personnel at Kolomea, Tarnow, and Stanislav, in order to teach the making 
of toys and other articles in wood,to young Jews who have no means ot 
earning a living. ‘This movement 1s only in its infancy; it is therefore 
difficult to judge the results that may ensue therefrom. 


In order to lessen the great misery which prevailsat Wisnitz (a town between | 


Tarnow and Cracow), where there are many Jews, we have established there a 
shop for basket making. ‘The 16 youths who were admitted there from tlie 
beginning have wc rked witb assiduity, and at the end of a month the goods 
which they had made could be placed on sale. An agreement has been entered 
into with an Austrian manufacturer who proposes to employ at kaitting work 
the Jewish population of Kolomea, and who hopes thus to provide a livelihood 
for some hundreds of persons. | | 

Committees have been formed to send into other provinces, or abroad, 
hundreds of miners who are without work at Boryslaw. | Nevertheless, the 
Council has voted credits to aid the Boryslaw miners in creating a new position 
for themselves outside the town.

vision amongst the Jews was manifest. It was with deep regret he learnt that at 
the end of the nineteenthcentury the Church of England,in Convocation, had for- 
mally given its approval to theattempts made toconvert the Jews to Christianity. 
They must resent this step bitterly as a direct insult to the Jews. (Hear, hear). 
They believed, as Christians did, that their faith was the right one, and their 
right to liberty of conscience had been recognised by the State. It must not be 
forgotten that the Church depended for its existence on the State, and if it 
actively lent itself to the proselytising movement amongst Jews, the result 
might be to throw them into the arms of those who demanded the Disestablish- 
ment of the Church. (Hear, hear). There was plenty of earnest work for the 
Church to do in 1ts own pale. It was no part of the children’s religious educa- 
tion, but in the Board Schools they might learn how, at the end of the 15th 
century, Martin Luther revolted against practices which threatened the very 
existence of the Church itself. The Pope through the priests of Rome, 
claimed to be able to grant dispensations for sins committ.d and for crimes yet 
in the future. The words used by the great religious reformer might well 
apply to the present day. He said, “the prosperity of a country depends, not 
on the abundance of its resources, nor on the strength of its fortifications, nor 
on the beauty of its public buildings, but it consists in the number of its 
cultivated citizens, in its men of education, enlightenment and character ; here 
are to be found its true interest, its chief strength, itsreal power.” He preached 
that reconciliation with God could only be obtained through penitence, mercy 
and charity, and these words were taken verbatim from our owa. ritua & 
(Hear, Lear). Their religion taught Jewish children to be good patriots, as 
well as good Jews. Both went hand in hand, and it was a great pleasure to 
him, and to them all, to see a contingent of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade there 
that afternoon. Their pleasure must be increased when be told them 
that if they could not have Colonel Goldsmid ‘with them—he' would 
not say unfortunately, because, he was serving his Queen and country— 
(Cheers) they were graced with the presence of Mrs. and Miss Goldsmid. 
He hoped that many of the lads now present would, when they attained the 
proper age, qualify for ‘Soldiers of the Queen.” There was an old Tuscan 
proverb which said, “ Work as though thou had to live for are worship as 
though thou wert to die to-day,” and it would be difficult to give children better 
advice than the words addressed to Burns by his father, “He bade me acta 


manly part, though I had ne’er a farthing, for without an honest and manly 


beart no man was worth regarding.” 
The prizes were then distributed by Lady Samuel. 


The Cuter Rapsi, in proposing a vote of thanks to Sir Marcus and 
Lady Samuel, said that the Chairman had uttered wise words which he 


heartily endorsed, concerning the wickedness and immorality of the conver. 
sionists’ efforts. He would revert to that subject more fully after offerip 

a few remarks on the work of the Board. It had acted in accordance with 
the solemn pledge given at the dinner held last. year, viz. that it would 
endeavour to carry on the work efficiently and extend it wherever necessary, 
There was an immense amount of work yet to be done, The working 
classes among the Jews were on in all parts of London and especially 
in the East End. In Smith Street, Stepney, there was a Board School, at 
which 60 per cent, of the pupils were Jewish children. The Board therefore 
almost stood pledged to provide religious education for the children at that 
school. In addition large numbers of Jews were emigrating to Betbna! 
Green, and no provision whatsoever had as yet been made for public worship 
or for the religious education of the children. As to a synagogue its provision 
depended either on the United Synagogue or the Federation of Synagogues ; 
and he hoped that one of these bodies would soon take up the question. 
With regard to religious instruction, the Board would not be remiss in 
fulfilling its duty. If it took up its duties, with so light a heart, it was 
because it could rely in the first instance on the business capacities and 
quiet and earnest enthusiasm of the President, Mr. Henry Lucas, whose 
absence, owing to indisposition, was much to be regretted ; and on the extra. 
ordinary capacity, wondrous energy and zeal of the unwearied Hon. Secretary 
the Rev. D Fay. But, especially, they relied on the earnestness, warmth and 
devotion to their work of the teachers on whom it devolved to counteract the 


evil done or attempted to be done by proselytising efforts. He did not believe 


that these efforts weaned many Jewish children from their Holy Faith, but 
mischief of another kind was done, for the promise of rewards, teas, treats and 
medical comfort and advice tended to undermine the moral stamina of young 
and old. He did not believe that the leaders of the movement knew the extent 
of the mischief that was done, or of the allurements held out which tended to 
er deceptions in the minds of children, from which they must ‘be 

screened, 


Mr. Evvis A. FRANKLIN, in seconding the vote of thanks, said it was grati- 
fying to discover that none of the attractions or charms of high position could. 
draw away from the community its best men. Of this they had no better 
example than Sir Marcus Samuel, as to whom a rumour had spread through 
Jewry that if in the year he hoped to become Chief Magistrate of the City 
Lord Mayor's Day should fall on a Saturday, he would forego the honour for 
that year.—(Cheers.) | 


Sir Marcus SAMUEL, in replying to the vote, which was enthusiastically 
carried, said: It is a fact that rather than outrage the feelings of 
apy of my coreligionists, I shall refuse to serve the Mayoralty if the day shoul: 
be a Saturday.—(Loud cheers.) But it would be unfair if I did not say that 
among my colleagues such a course would not be resented, but would he heartily 
approved.—(Cheers). If Jews owe something to the City in return for the 
services it has rendered to religious liberty, they owo it also to their community 
that they should do nothing to disgrace the Jewish name.—(Cheers). 


The Rev. D. Fay announced that, in honour’of their visit, Sir Marcus and 
Lady Samuel had offered special prizes for a boy and a girl. 


Mr. LioneL Jacop proposed a vote of thanks to the Teachers and Superin- 
tendents, and specially commended the work done by Mr. Abraham Levy, «is 
Hon. Superintendent, Teacher, and Manager. | 


Miss D’AVIGDOR, in seconding the motion, said that the vocation of a teachr 
required not only knowledge and training, but high-mindedness, regularity, and 
trustworthiness. 


Mr, ABRAHAM LEVY, in responding, said it was pleasant for him to remem. 
ber that it was a teacher who suggested the formation of those classes, and to 
see on the platform two gentlemen, the Chief Rabbiand Mr. Ellis Franklin, who 
were present at their birth. Through those classes religious education had been 
given to tens of thousands of girls, who but for their existence would have ba: 
no such instruction. 

A spirited rendering of the National Anthem by the combined choirs, under 
the direction of Mr. Amstell, terminated the proceedings, which were 
commendably brief,

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ROUMANIAN REFUGEES IN LONDON.

ACTION BY ROUMANIAN ZIONISTS. 


There arrived at the Millwall Docks last Saturday a merchant-ship, laden with 
timber, having on board 172 Jewish refugees, who had migrated to England, 
either from famine-stricken villages in Bessarabia, or from the rural districts of 
Roumania, where the condition of the peasantry, especially the Jews, is becoming 
intolerable. On their arrival in London the refugees were met by the officials 
of the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter. Many of them brought enormous 
trunks in which all their worldly belongings had been packed previously 
to their departure, and these, together with their respective owners, 
were conveyed to the Shelter in Leman Street, Whitechapel, there to 
remain until arrangements could be completed for their despatch to other lands, 
Mr. F. D. Mocatta visited the immigrants at the Shelter on Monday afternoon, 
although not all the 172 were in the institution at the time. Most of them 
had already gone out to seek employment, The appearance of those in the 
Shelter on Monday could certainly not be considered unfavourable, 
seeing that they all laboured under the disadvantages that are ipsepa- 
rable from a sea-voyage in a merchant-ship. It is true that all the women- 
folk looked sad and worn, but the majority of the men were able- 


bodied and healthy-looking, whilst the children almost without exception 


presented as clean an aspect, and decidedly a more healthy appearance than do 
those who are to be seen any day playing in the back streets off Whitechapel 
or Spitalfields. At the suggestion of Mr. Hermann Landau, under whose 
special care the immigrants at present are, a preliminary investigation was 
held into a few of the cases, in order if possible to elicit the reason that 
had prompted the sudden departure of the large batch of immigrants into 

The first case was that of a woman who was accompanied by her six 
children, The father bad deserted them. They came from Galatz, and had 
paid 40 francs per head for their passage. When questioned by Mr. F. D. 
_ Mocatta as to the hopes they entertained of being able to support themselves in 
England, it transpired that the eldest son,a lad of about sixteen, hoped to 
obtain a situation here, and the eldest girl, a child of, perhaps, thirteen years, had 
already acquired the knowledge of a trade in her native country, and 
hoped to obtain employment in London—as a machinist. The united efforts 
of the two children, it was believed, would suffice to support the family of seven 
souls. 

The next case was that of a man—a strong, héalthy fellow, alsoa native of 
Galatz—who, having failed to obtain employment in his own country, came to 
seek it in London. He was questioned by Mr. Mocatta regarding his family, and 
explained that, as soon as he had settled in London and could provide the 
means, he intended to send for the wife and two children whom he had left 
behind. He refused to be sent back to his own country. On being asked by 
Mr. Landau how much money he possessed, the immigrant produced from his 
waistcoat pocket a solitary gold coin equal in value to about 8s. in English 
money, and also a receipt for the first instalment on five one-pound shares in 
the Jewish Colonial Bank. | 

It should be mentioned that all the immigrants stated that they had been 
urged to go to England by two prominent Roumanian Zionists who had arranged 
for their transport on merchant vessels on payment of 40 francs, or even less, 
In a few instances they had been carried free of charge. One of the immigrants 
stated that as soon as this became known in Galatz, a party of 300 who 
did not possess the means to travel by rail had started to walk to a port in the 
hope of finding a place on one of the merchant vessels bound for England. 

The last case to be examined was that ofa family consisting of a manand wife 
and two children. The man was by trade a cooper, and all were Roumanian 
subjects. They had been reduced almost to destitution, and seeing no prospect 
other than starvation in their own country had realised their belongings, and 
with the proceeds purchased passages to London at 40 francs per head. 


Mr. F, D. Mocarra, at a meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians, on 
Monday evening, referred to the matter. He said that there could be no doubt 
that, in addition to those already arrived, large numbers of Roumanian Jews 
would be leaving their native country. Not all of them would come to England, 
and many even who did, would wish to be sent on to America or Canada. The 
resources of the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter were not adequate for dealing 
with a large number of immigrants at any one time, and it had been suggested 
that the Jewish Board of Guardians should co-operate in the investigation and 
relief of these cases by appointing a Special Committee to attend at the Shelter 
to receive there the applications and deal promptly with them, so as to avoid 
the necessity of these refugees going through the streets to apply for relief to 
the Board or elsewhere. | 


Mr. Leonarp L, CoueEN said that the Board could not co-operate with the 


Shelter quite in the manner suggested, although it would willingly deal with 


applications for relief and assistance to emigrate that were made to the Board 
in the ordinary way.

THE EMIGRATION FROM ROUMANIA. 


[¥ROM OUR VIENNA CORRESPONDENT, | . 


3 VIENNA, JUNE, 1900, 

I had the opportunity to-day of speaking to the Roumanian immigrants 
who have passed through Vienna io order to proceed to Hamburg and London. 
Their case is a terrible one—hunger, poverty, and persecution, Allof them had 
marked on their passports, or travelling papers, the observation “ Forbidden to 
return.” 

150 of them have, up to the present, arrived here, and been sent on to the 
next Jewish community, for the available funds would not permit of large sums 
being given to them. They consist of teachers, skilled and unskilled work- 
people, of both sexes, tradesmen, farmers, watchers of the sick, etc., and all of 
them crowded the office of the Israelitische Allianz, in this city, begging for 
help ; some, only for bread, because they had not eaten a morsel for some days, 
others, for medical help, which they needed in consequence of their long tramp, 
others, for a few kreutzer to obtain shelter for the night, in order that they 
‘might not be arrested by the police as vagrants, and forcibly returned to the 
Roumanian Frontier, 

When I asked them if they would not like to return to Roumania should 
this be made possible and they obtained support there they turned on me terrified 
looks. A woman, formerly a teacher, who had left six children to the kindness 
of her neighbours, was. anxious to go to New York, where she hoped soon 
to be joined by her sick husband and children ; another woman threw herself 
weeping on the floor and exclaimed: “ We would rather die than go back to 
that Hell.’ Everyone repeated after her: ‘‘ We would rather die.’ What 
must these poor people have suffered even if only part of their story is true ! 
But everything that they told was fact, as they were able to prove from docu- 
ments in their possession. These people, who have been accustomed to work 
and who gladly would centinue to work, find it difficult to play the role of 

beggars who are being moved on from one town to another, from one country 
to another. As they were not permitted to enter Hungary, they came here via 
Czernowitz. The Jews there, viz., the national societies and also individuals, 
such as Dr. Straucher, member of the Imperial Parliament and of the 
Diet, helped them as far as possible. Up to the present only the advance guard 
has arrived, but hencefotward there will be an influx of hundreds and thousands, 
At Lemberg they were again assisted to go as far as Vienna, others were sent 
to Germany via Oswiecim, In Vienna, it is the Israelitische Allianz which has 
already sent away 150. The arrivals continue, but the means of the Allianz 
are exhausted owing to the Boryslaw catastrophe, It has spent 10,000 florins, 
but this amount isa mere drop in the ocean. The Allianz has placed itself in 
communication with all its branches, with other philanthropic societies, and 
with several communities, but, unfortunately, has received very little money. 
The authorities, at the instance of a number of prominent persons, have only 
allowed the emigrants to pass through and not to remain, otherwise they would 
not have been allowed to cross the Frontier. In Hamburg they were received 
by Herr Hinrichsen, the delegate of the Alliance. 500 more are expected to 
pass through in the course of the week. 

In the next few weeks the London Jewish community may expect to see in 
their midst hundreds of poor emigrants with wives and children, and will be 
called upon to relieve them. Many will remain in London, or settle elsewhere 
in the United Kingdom. To make matters worse information has come from 
America that the Trade Unions in New York have petitioned the Govern- 
ment to prohibit the immigration of Roumanian Jews. Whither then are the 
emigrants to go? We are now only on the threshold of the movement, and the 
working classes in Galicia will also be obliged to emigrate. Indeeditis possible 
that we may have to face a Galician, Roumanian, and Bessarabian emigration, 
and it is only by systematic co-operation of all the bodies which sympathise 
with their suffering coreligionists that any effective help can be given and danger 
averted. But none must be excluded from the work of relief. Your Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Adler, errs if he believes that the Austrian Jews alone can provide 
for 600,000 Galician Jews who are beggars. Roumanian, Bulgarian, and Russian 
Jews are passing through Austria, but our rich men hold aloof from Judaism. 
If we will not all help to give we shall all suffer together. This will soon become

On the recommendation of the Executive Committee, the Council sanctioned 
a renewal of the “ Window Light” and “ Wall” Agreement at the rear of the 
New Synagogue ; the recognition of Mr. Solomon Schonberg, the Beadle of the 
South Hackney Synagogue, as an officer of the United Synagogue, although 
his life had not been accepted by the Alliance Assurance Company ; the 
granting of pensions to the widows of the late Rev. 8S. M. Gollancz and Mr. 

acob Salomons ; and the retention for another year, by the Rev. I. Samuel, of 
the post of Jewish Chaplain at Colney Hatch Asylum. 


Mr. R. SoNNENTHAL brought up and moved the entry on the minutes of 
the report of the Overseers of the Poor, on the purchase and sale of flour, and 
the distribution of Matzos to the poor for Passover, 1900. 


The number of applicants for Matz relicf was 1,934 against 2,017 in the previous | 


year, a diminution of 83. here was a large increase in the number of cases referred 
for special inquiry by the Overseers’ Committee, the total being 491, as compared with 98 
in 1899, and it will be seen that the “ refusals” (consequent, it is presumed, upon this 
special mode of investigation), were 115 as against 36. The number of cases in the 


_ various public and charitable institutions, shows an excess of 31, the comparative figures 


being 638 against 607. Altogether 35,718 lbs. of Matzos were distributed by the United 
Synagogue to the poor and inmates of public institutions, as compared with 36,304 in 1899. 
This total is exclusive of 4,477 lbs. of Matzos distributed to the poor by the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue. The result of the purchase sale and distribution shows, after 
deducting the receipts arising from the Flour Tax, a total cost of £20 43. 1d. to the United 
Synagogue, as compared with £29 9s. 6d. in 1899. 


Mr. Sonnenthal, in explaining the report, said that the Overseers had this 
year refused rather a large number of applicatious for Matzos as the result of 
careful investigations to ascertain whether the persons applying were deserving 
or asked for Matzos out of the mere habit of applying year after year. He 


thanked the Board of Guardians for their investigation of the cases, which was » 


carried on in conjunction with the officials of the United Synagogue, and com- 
mended the activity of Mr. Albert M. Woolf, his colleague, who with Mr. 
Ornstein, the Secretary, had attended in the city an entire day to deal with the 
cases. In future, a still more thorough investigation would be made, so that the 
charity of the United Synagogue should not be abused. The Overseers had 


done their best to get Matzos produced as cheaply as possible, and they had 
acted in thorough harmony with the bakers, 


Mr. 8S. ALEXANDER moved that the report be not received as a protest 
against the unparalleled number of refusals for relief at Passover, when, accord- 
ing to the Hagadah, all who are hungry should be free to come in and eat, and 
against the system of espionage and ferreting out so-called imposition, carried 
on by the Overseers. | 

The amendment was rejected. 


A letter was read from the Board of Guardians, conveying a resolution of 


- the Board: “ That five additional members be elected by the contributors.’ 


Mr. B. L. Conen, M.P., in moving that the letter be entered on the 
minutes, explained the reasons which had induced, he might almost say com- 
pelled, the Jewish Board of Guardians to increase the number of its members. 

hen he mentioned that in 1864, the number of applicants was 1,707, in 
1873 2,072, and in 1899 4,702, it would be readily seen that with the growth of 
the work of the Board there was a necessity that those who attended the Relief 
rotas and otherwise took part in the administration of the Board should be 
increased in number. This had been done from time to time. 
the Board was founded in 1859, its members comprised only 19 delegates from 
the Great, New and Hambro Synagogues. In 1894 the number of members was 
increased by 10, who were elected by contributors to the Board. In 1874 the 
elected members were increased to 15, making a total of 34; in 1889 another 
member was added, in consequence of the amalgamation of the Jewish 


Philanthropic Society for the Relief of Widows, and in 1873 the United | 


Synagogue was again informed of the increase of members of the Board to 47, 
and he'should not omit to mention that one member was appointed as a delegate 
of the West London Synagogue of British Jews, and one delegate from the 
Federation of Synagogues. The total number of members of the Board at the 
present time was 50. Although the number might seem large, yet having regard 
to the stupendous growth of the work of the Board, of the heavy labours 
thrown upon the Relief Rotas and other Sub-Committees, it was not found 
sufficient, and therefore it had been resolved to increase the number by five. 
He was pleased to say that at the meeting of the Board held on the previous 
day two ladies who had acquired great experience among the Jewish poor had 
been nominated, in addition to Mr. H. E. Beddington, a past Honorary officer 
of the United Synagogue, Mr. Adolph Tuck, a member of that Council, and 
Mr. 8S. L. Lazarus. The addition of those ladies and gentlemen would, he had 


every confidence, be a source of increased strength to the administrative force 
of the Board. | 


The CHAIRMAN, in seconding the motion, pxpromed regret that the Council 
had not received an intimation from the Board of Guardians that in view of the 
increase in the number of members of the Council the Board would be pleased 
to see the representation of the United Synagogue enlarged. But perhaps it 


would be ungracious of the Council to ask something which the Board had not 
been gracious enough to offer. 


The resolution that the letter be recorded on the minutes was passed 
without discussion.

the funds necessary to equip the corps were voluntarily subscribed by the 
Jewish community. 


The Cape Times of May 14th, 1900, has the following :— 

The Queen's Town Free Press notes the removal of Messrs. Julius Weil’s central 
agency to Bloemfontein. Messrs. Weil have hitherto had offices at Queen’s Town, 
Barghersdorp, Bethulie, Bloemfontein, and Kimberley, with their head office at Cape Town, 
besides numerous agents working throughout the colonies and states of South Africa. 
The business which the firm has transacted during the last few months has been on 4 
gigantic scale, both in the procuring of waggons and oxen for the Imperial transport and 
the provision of supplies for the Colonial Division. It is said that during the six months 
that Messrs, Weil have had an offica at Queen’s Town they have disbursed amounts 
totalling half a million. While Messrs. Weil have thus given great assistance locally 
during a troubled time, they have also proved of immense service to the Imperia! 
Authorities in their conduct of the war. The Government have, in fact, only had to 


mention that so many waggons and oxen were required, and through Mesers. Weil's

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


The small Jewish community of Girbe, in the commune of Tolna, 
issued an appeal for the restoration fund of their synagogue, which has been 
condemned by the authorities.

from Jerusalem on the carriage road to Jaffa. ‘“ Mozah ’ is stated in the Talmud 
(‘‘Succah ’’) to have been one of the places in Palestine which had a Roman 
garrison, and its inhabitants were specially freed from taxes, It ag ha this 
rivilege on account of having provided the Temple with wood for the Feast of 
abernacles, | 
“Colonja,” or “ Mozah,” having several springs, may have provided not 
only tae Temple with wood, but also the officials with good spring water and 
vegetabies, 7 
‘ About six years ago the B’nei Brith Lodge of Jerusalem started this small 
colony with three experienced colonists, and the experiment proved a success. 
The number of settlers is gradually increasing, and the first colonists can already 


stand on their own feet. The vines planted on terraces yield a superior quality | 


of wine, which the colonists sell in Jerusalem at profitable prices. The colony, 
established on principles of self-reliance, exerts a beneficial influence in many 
respects, and may serve as a guide for similar settlements. 


The Board of Deputies. 


The Annual Report of the Board of Deputies for the Session 199-1000 
has jast been issued. In our reports of the meetings of the Board we have 


given sufficient details of the work of that body, but the following summary 
will be read with interest :— 


The record here presented of the work of the Board in the 139th year of its existence 
shows a marked decrease in the number of occasions in which its intervention became 
necessary and expedient on behalf of coreligionists suffering from persecution abroad. 
Although persecution of a particularly virulent nature existed during the year, and 
notably in France and Austria, it was at once so actively deprecated throughout Europe, 
by persons of all creeds, that intervention on the part of the Jewish community in the 
United Kingdom became inadvisable. 

During the past year the Board has taken under its care and supervision the Morocco 
Relief Fund, which had for several years previously been administered by a Special Com- 
mittee elected by the Board. The death of Mr. Henry Harris, the sole surviving Trustee 
of the fund, and the reluctance of his executors to hand over the fund to the Trustees 


appointed by the Board, necessitated an application to the Chancery Division of the High ~ 


Court, which was at once successful, and the Board duly established its claim to take 
control of and administer the fund. : 

- The Board has had under its consideration three important cases of Jewish marriages 
and divorce, two of which were referred to it by the Board of Guardians. The whole 
question of marriage and divorce was referred to the Law and Parliamentary Committee 
to consider and advise, and they have made an interim report thereon as a result of 
mature consideration. 

As, however, the matter involved delicate questions of Kussian Law, a case has been 
submitted to a learned Russian lawyer, and when his opinion has been received a full 
report will be presented. 

The case of a Jewish cattle-tender, whose death took place under painful circum- 
stances on board of a British ship, has engaged the attention of the Board, and the 
matter was the subject of a petition to the Board of Trade, and, through its representative 


in London, to the United States Government, and there are reasons to believe that the 


evil system which led to the tragedy has been finally crushed, 

During the past year the Board has issued a fresh Factory Notice, with the complete 
approval of H.M.’s Chief Inspector of Factories, and has thus continued its work 
commenced in 1867, on behalf of Jewish occupiers of factories and workshops. — 

The Chief Inspector has offered to circulate copies of the circular in London at the 
expenee of his rh, eager wi “The total issue will approximate 4,000 copies. 

The Board also re-drafted its marriage notice for circulation among the 
Synagogues and Chevras, but such notice will not be issued until the Russian legal 
opinion above referred to has been received and considered. 

The Board has lately taken in hand the question of religious concessions in favour of 
Jews serving in Her Majesty's Navy, and the matter is still under consideration. 

In other directions the Board has done its best to obtain relief for those suffering 
from religious disabilities, and in connection with its work has again to record its grateful 
appreciation of the invariable courtesy and contideration shown to it by the various 
Departments of State.

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


‘« The Ethics of Judaism." 


The Jewish Publication Society of America has never rendered so 
conspicuous a service to the cause of Judaism as it has done by its issue of an 
English translation of Lazarus's ‘‘ Ethik des Judenthums.” ‘It is hoped,’ so 
we read in the American Preface, “ that the succeeding volumes will follow at 
regular intervals, and that when completed it will serve to make clear the inner 
life of Judaism, as the History of Graetz portrayed the part which the Jews 
have played in the world.” This statement is not entirely just, for a very large 
part of Graetz's History deals with the inner life of Judaism. In fact, the 
‘History ” is far less concerned with the external history of the Jews than it 
should have been. But there can be no question that Lazarus’ still incomplete 
treatise is the first attempt to systematise Jewish ethics, and that it fully deserved 

the welcome which it received on the Continent. This welcome has now extendéd 
to America and England by the excellent rendering for which Miss Szold is 
responsible. | 

Before pointing out some of the conspicuous merits of the book, there 1s 

one main objection to Professor Lazarus’ treatment of his subject to which it 
is necessary to call attention. This would have been less imperative were it 
not that the author has deliberately challenged the criticism. “ Naught of 
apologetics,” he exclaims in his prefatory remarks, “ A purely objective state- 
ment was aimed at.” But in truth Professor Lazarus’ work is through and 
through apologetic. It is a glorification of Judaism, not a severe objective 
examination of its ethical conceptions. This is not urged asa fault. But it is 
one’s duty to protest against an assumption of objectivity in one of the most 
subjective books ever published. | 


But Professor Lazarus’ book is a great book. When the German original 
appeared this was unreservedly indicated in these columns, Now, however, 


' English readers can judge for themselves. There is only this word of warning. © 


The part which is to come is even better than the part here published. So far 
only half of the first German volume is translated. The German original, 
moreover, is only half complete. The account that follows is limited to the 
first volume of the English translation. | 


The first chapter is ‘On the Sources of Jewish Ethics.” The Bible, the 
Rabbinical writings, the religious and philosophical works of later ages, are the 
first sources. Ethics, says Professor Lazarus, establishes moderation, order, and 
peace among human instincts, but it also awakens nobler desires than man’s 
original impulses. ‘ Upon the natural world as a foundation should be reared a 
second structure, a spiritual and ideal structure—the moral world. The foun- 
dations of the moral world as conceived by the Jewish mind are laid in the 
Bible.” Then the Rabbis deduced, or read into, the Bible original and progres- 
sive moral ideals. ‘“ Through this persistent and unrestrained application of the 
Bible word a marvellous spiritual phenomena is produced. By the interweaving 
_of older thoughts with the intellectual work of the individual, amazing unity is 
brought about in the expressions of the national spirit—a uniform, progressive 
development of traditional ideas, an interpretation of moral doctrines, ethical 
convictions, and tendencies of conduct. The paradoxical assertion may be ven- 
tured that the moral element in the national spirit is preserved asa homogeneous 
- unit, yet with unrestricted liberty of development.” According to Professor 
Lazarus, then, the individual development counted for little in the development 
of Judaism. It is always the national spirit working through the individual. I 
quite believe that this thesis is true, but Professor Lazarus does not prove it, 
and does not safeguard it by necessary qualifications. 
widest sense, as an axiom, and is able to satisfy himself that from the con- 
tinuity of ethical activity thus formulated it is possible to present a systematic 
scheme of Jewish ethics. What then of the mass of isolated ethical sayings 


in the Talmud? “Not tthe word, but its real inwardness is the 
important consideration.’ Professor Lazarus proceeds to _ generalise 
from isolated sayings in a way which is attractive, but needs 


fuller justification than he offers. He seizes upon particular utterances 
as bases, sometimes without more authority than a single expression of 
the thought. One can only stand amazed at the insight and skill with which he 
applies his own generalisations to the limited evidence before him. It is a pity 
that Professor Lazarus, who maintains that all his subject-matter on Jewish 
_ Ethics is Jewish, and not borrowed, has given us no test by which the Jewish 
can be discriminated from the borrowed, The appearance of an ethical principle 
in a Jewish book does not make it Jewish. The author's method throughout is 
subjective. | | 

Of the traditional legalism, with its laws for all acts and seasons, Professor 
Lazarus takes the right view when he thus summarises it : 
activities of body and mind are reduced toa homogeneous and organic unit. 
The constant reference of all manifestations of life to God and his law, is the 
plainest symbol of an harmonious moral nature true to itself.” He is on less 
sure ground when he asserts “ All religious customs have a symbolic meaning.” 
But his penetration is true when he deals with the problem of the connection 
of the moral law and moral liberty. ‘“ That Israel, and with Israel all mankind, 


was redeemed not at the Red Sea, but at Sinai, is a thought reiterated in a’ 


number of passages.” This idea is more fully developed by Professor Lazarus 
in parts of his work not yet translated. The Law, he adds, was a unifying 
influence, it established an ideal. ‘‘ Every house a temple, every heart an altar, 
every human being a priest.’ Professor Lazarus has a good deal to say later (in 
Chapter III[.), of the contradictions of Jewish universalism and Jewish particu- 
larism. The oneness of the God idea, the unity of mankind as an ethical con-

Professor Lazarus is at his best, and most subjective. “The moral law does 
not exist by virtue of a divine act, or an authorative fiat ; it flows from the 
essence of God’s being, from his absolute and infinite moral nature.” ‘“ Man’s 


duty of obedience is based neither upon God's omnipresence, nor his omnipo- 
The ethical ideals are presented as 


tence, nor even his supreme wisdom, 
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-asection of the great city of Nineveh.” 


He assumes it, in its 


“The various 
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attributes of God, and for the sake of their realization man is called upon to 
strive to become like unto God.” 3 

Tbis, then, is the relation between divine law and human ethics: God is the law 
giver, but he did not promulgate the law as his pleasure or as an arbitrary or despotic 
command; and man is not to obey it as such. It is law for man, because he recognises in 
God the prototype of all morality, because God is the creative force back of the moral! 
order and moral putpose of the world. Moral law, then, 1s based, not upon some 
dogmatic conception of God, but upon the idea of his morality, that is upon the essentia! 
nature of morality. Not God the master, but God the ideal of all morality is the fountain 
head of man’s moral nature. 


The same thought Professor Lazarus sums up in the epigram: “ Moral 
laws, then, are not laws because they are written ; they are written because they 
are laws.” The moral principle is autonomous, but its archetype is God. The 
ultimate reason, like the highest aim of the moral, should be in itself. The 
threat of punishment and the promise of reward, are the psychologic means to 
secure the fulfilment of laws, never the reasons of the laws, nor motives of 
action. Professor Lazarus justifies eudemonism, but he adds : “ Not a state to 
be reached, not a good to be won, not an evil to be warded off, is the impelling 
force, the binding reason of morality, but itself furnishes the creative impulse 
the commanding supreme authority.” All this may not be unsophisticated 
Judaism, but it is an attractive view of Judaism, one that many will share. 
Professor Lazarus has risen to a high level in his enunciation of this view. And 
with this we will for the present take leave of him, As Miss Szold says in her 
short preface: “ Dr. Lazarus, now in his 76th year, for a long time Professor in 
the University of Berlin, has during half a century been making fruitful 
researches in various fields of science and Jewish learning. The work now pre- 
sented in an English dress is his crowning service in the cause of Judaism.” 
Miss Szold herself and the society she represents, must share in the honour of 
making this crowning service effective among English-speaking Jews, 


Assyrian Illustrations of Isaiah. 

“Tf you should stand upon the highest point in the Turkish town of Mosul, 
and face eastward across the River Tigris, your eye would rest upon a group 
of huge mounds of nearly 9,000 feet in circumference ; these mark the site of 
Professor M. Kellner proceeds, in his 
beautifully illustrated pamphlet, “The Assyrian Monuments [llustrating the 
Sermons of Isaiah” (Boston : Damrell and Upham), to describe how the remains 
preserved in these mounds were brought to light by Rich, Botta and Layard ; 
how the cuneiform inscriptions were deciphered and interpreted by Grotefend, 


Rawlinson and Oppert ; and how. there emanated from the dust an ancient 
literature which puts the modern world in touch with the thought 
and life of a long lost civilisation. Professor Kellner aims at con- 
centrating into a focus “all the light thrown upon the sermons 
of Isaiah by the monuments.” He translates such portions of the 
Assyrian Inscriptions as bear upon Isaiah. He shows how, between the Empire 
of the Euphrates and the Empire of the Nile, there lay Syria-Palestine, the 
‘ buffer-state,” with Damascus, Samaria, and Jerusalem continually making 
combinations or temporary confederacies with their smaller neighbours for 
mutual protection. ‘“ Such was the course of the history during the lifetime of 
the statesman-prophet Isaiah, and his sermons are full of allusions that suggest 
the situation. But what the Judwan prophet only hints at the Assyrian annalist 
gives with detailed fullness, bringing out the whole history into strong and 
impressive relief, and we are conscious at once that we have a grasp of the 
meaning of that history such as would be otherwise unattainable.” Dr, Kellner's 
essay contains no novelty, but itis a convenient collection of material, anc the 


illustrations are very good. 


The Austrian Workmen’s Societies and Zionism.

The General Meeting of the Jewish Workmen and Trade Assistants 
Societies, was held here on the 3rd and 4th inst, Last year a similar meetiny 
was held at Briinn, when only a commencement was made with the formation 
of various unions. The present meeting was attended by fifty delegates from 
all partsof Austria, Galicia especially being well represented. The organization 
of Jewish workmen and trade assistants in the Austrian Empire is still in its in- 
fancy ; it embraces only organised Jewish workmen, of various callinys, so long as 
they are not in the Social Democraticcamp, And though its existence has as yet 
been brief, the organisation has branches in nearly. every province, and gives 
reason to hope for the best results. But for along time it cannot associate wit! 
the Christian Social Unions, and with those of the Social Democrats ; it is not 
Social Democratic, but Jewish and Social, and is of the utmost importance for 
the spead of enlightenment among Jews, especially those in Galicia. As one of 
the reporters at the meeting stated, the chief points of difference are that while 
Social-Democracy agitates.in respect to wages, the greater portion of the Jewish 
proletariat has first to agitate for the possibility of obtaining work, On this 
erqane, especially, Social Democracy can do nothing for the Jewish proletariat 
an r. | 

Of special interest in the programme of the meeting were two points: 
Attitude towards Zionism and the Programme of the Union. The first point was 
settled by the acceptance of the Basle programme, with the reservation that 
concurrently an economic policy should be undertaken, and that the Congress 
should be asked not only formally to recognise this standpoint, but also to 
arrive at official decisions in regard thereto. The Actions Committee has 
already taken this attitude into account in arranging its programme for the 
ensuing ongress in London, which includes reports on ensuing economic 
questions, and it may be anticipated that these reports will be among the most 
weighty matters to be dealt with by the Congress, provided, of course, that the 
appointment of Committees which achieve nothing does not act aS 4 
hindrance. The other principal item on the Agenda was the Programme. 
It is Zionist in its eventual aim, and social-political in its immediate 
demands, This point led to a stormy debate, as. a section of the 
delegates feared that by mixing itseli? up in political affairs the econom'« 
aspirations of the movement might be endangered. A compromise was arrive 
at that participation in the political struggle should be optional not obligatory. 

The Union possesses its own organ, which is edited in German, and it decide! 


| to issue fly-sheets and pamphlets in the jargon, so as to spread the movement 


among the Jewish working men, who only understand Jiidisch-Deutscb.

The Annual General Meeting of the Birmingham Hebrew Board of 
Guardians was held in the School Room, Singers Hill, on Sunday morning last. 
Mr. J. Jacobs (President), who occupied the chair, moved the adoption of the 
report and balance-sheet, and Mr, J. L. Jacobs (Treasurer) seconded. In their 
report the Board state that there is a considerable amelioration in the condition 
of the poor, as evident by the fact that, although there is a constant 
growth in the local Jewish population, there is no corresponding increase in the 
number of applicants for charity. The Board are, therefore, able to relieve 
more liberally the cases of distress brought under their notice. The total in- 
come for the year was £947 19s, Od., as against £894 17s. 7. The total expendi- 
ture for the year was £893 12s. 2d., as compared with £947 11s. 6d. in its 
predecessor. The Board express their gratitude to the Committee of the 
thirmingham Jewish Charities’ Aid Society, for its handsome donation of £50), 
The Board note with pleasure a sensible diminution in the number of. Casuals 
during the past year. In 189-1900 the number of cases was 366, while in 1898-9 
the number was 510. The grants were £111 133. Od. and £151 18s, 54,, respec- 
tively. Reference is made in the report to the Conference of delegates of the 
various Jewish Board of Guardians, but there is no comment, owing to the 
report of the local delegates not having been received. The Board refer to the 
assistance received from the Hebrew Ladies’ Benevolent Society, and the other 
communal charities, as also from the Jewish Emigration Society, in London. 
In conclusion, the Board state that they regard the improvement in the condi- 
tion of the poor as one of the effects of their efforts to discontinue pauperism, 
and to foster a spirit of self-dependence in those who have appealed for their 
assistance, The report and balance-sheet were adopted. 

The balance-sheet of the Sabbath Meal Society, which is issued with the 
Board of Guardians’ report, shows the receipts from subscriptions to be 
£32 104. 6d. During the year, {4 grants, ranging from 23, 6d. to £1 were made, 
the total amount expended being £22 13s. 6d. 

A General Meeting of the subscribers of the Birmingham Hebrew Ladies’ 
Boot, Fund was held at Singer’s Hill, on Wednesday morning last. The adoption 
of the report and balance-sheet was moved by Mrs. C. Kino (President), and 
uninimously agreed to. The balance-sheet presented to the meeting extending 
over the period from November Ist, 1899, to 30th April, 1900, showed receipts from 
subscriptions and donations, £52 2s, (d., including a donation of £7 10s, 0d. 
from the Jewish Charieties’ Aid Society. The expenditure by boots distributed 
was £41 4s, 11d., whilst the working expenses amounted to the small sum of 
£1 3s, 4d. The balance in hand has decreased from £78 83, lld. to £9 2s, 84. 
Tne number of subscribers is 160. The following officers were re-elected :

Moisten with a quarter of a pint of 
gravy or stuck, and cook them gently till tender. Rub through a fine sieve, and return 
the purce to the stew pan; add a tablespoonful of sherry and let it get thoroughly hot, 
then put three well-beaten yolks of eggs, ealt and pepper, and stir the mixture again over 
the fire till the eggs are partly set. Remove and let cool a little. Whisk one white of 
egg to a fiem froth, and mix it gently with the purée. Line some patty-paas with puff 
paste, prick the bottoms, put some purée in each, bake in a quick oven for ten or fifteen 
minute. | 

GOOSERERRY CHABLOTTE.—Wash and pick a pound and a half of gooseberries and 
stew them, with loaf sugar to taste, in a little water. When reduced toa pulp, rub them 
through a coarse hair-sieve Take six sponge cakes, cut them into thin slices and line a 
plain mould with them, pour in some of the fruit, cover it with slices of cake, then more 
fruit, then another layer of cake, and so on, having cake on the top. Place a cover and a 


weight over it, and let it stand twenty-four hours. Serve on a glass dish, prettily 
garnished.
